The As- 
semblies of God, the largest Pentecostal 
denomination, has denounced them. 

No charge of “kidnapping” was ever 
filed in the Scott case. I have never “kid- 
napped” anyone or been charged with 
such an offense. Jason Scott and his 
brothers came willingly to family homes, 
though they were not allowed to leave. 
There was a criminal trial concerning the 
Scott case; the charge was “unlawful im- 
prisonment,” and | was found “not 
guilty.” Scientology was involved in pro- 
moting both the criminal case, which was 
not filed for almost three years, and the 
civil suit. The civil-suit judgment against 
me is now under appeal. 

It seems important to note that out of 
my more than 300 deprogramming cas- 
es, only a handful were involuntary. 
Many of those included minors under the 
direct supervision of their custodial par- 
ent. The Jason Scott case is the only time 
I have ever been charged or sued regard- 
ing an intervention.

whenever a family wants to discuss their 
concerns, especially with the assistance 
of a professional. This can be alarming 
when their concerns include such things 
as medical neglect, physical abuse, fi- 
nancial exploitation, arranged marriages, 
or overseas assignments. Some interven- 
tions are life-and-death situations. A few 
examples from my own work: stopping 
Davidians from returning to the Waco 
compound, blocking a possible steriliza- 
tion, ending a violent plan to bomb 
abortion clinics, and convincing a cult 
member to resume taking anti-convul- 
sion medication. 

Jason Scott, when he was 18, was in- 
fluenced to marry a woman in the 
church. There was also talk of sending 
him to South America on a “mission,” 
and one of his younger brothers was al- 
legedly sexually abused by a man in the 
church. Jason’s mother did not feel the 
church was a safe place for her children, 
and she felt that the group’s leader exer- 
cised undue influence through coercive 
persuasion. Jason later left the church, 
but he became the pawn of Scientology 
in its campaign of harassment. His mar- 
riage produced two children, but it was 
punctuated by numerous separations and 
domestic violence. He was arrested and 
convicted for domestic violence and cur- 
rently is expected to divorce. 

Many realize it is not always possible to 
sit down and chat with cult members, and 
the consequences of doing nothing can be 
catastrophic. However, because of child lit- 
igation, professionals like myself can no 
longer afford the risk of a failed involun- 
tary intervention, possibly resulting in years 
of litigation and huge legal bills. Scientolo- 
gy's costs in the Scott case alone were 
more than a quarter of a million dollars. 

The reason Scientology and other 
groups like them oppose deprogramming

major universities across the country and 
have been interviewed by the media 
throughout the United States and other 
countries such as Canada, Australia, 
Japan, Israel, and Mexico. 

Scientology hoped to put me out of 
business with the Scott case, but families 
keep calling for help and reporting cult 
abuses both inside and outside the Unit- 
ed States. If Scientologists want to end 
my work, they can, by simply treating 
their members reasonably and encourag- 
ing similar groups to do the same.

Dan Kennedy replies: My description of 
Jason Scott’s being “kidnapped” comes 
from an article in the Phoenix New Times, 
which Ross himself told me was essential- 
ly accurate. Ross also said that the opera- 
tion was carried out by three security 
guards hired by Scott’s mother, Kathy 
Tonkin, and that he had given her the 
names of two of those guards. According 
to the New Times article, the guards 
“grabbed an unsuspecting Jason in the 
presence of his mother, his brother and 
Rick Ross,” and “handcuffed him and put 
duct tape over his mouth, then stuffed 
him into a van and drove for more than 
two hours to an expensive beach house 
Tonkin had rented specifically for the de- 
programming.” 

Involuntary deprogramming is a contro- 
versial practice, and the anti-cult commu- 
nity is divided over its use. That aside, 
Ross is correct in «sserting that he is a re- 
spected, highly accomplished member of 
the anti-cult movement.

Artists reclaim 
the Muddy River 


The city’s most resourceful group of 
avant-garde artists is preparing to re- 
turn outdoors. 

In two weeks, Reclamation Artists will 
meet to plan their next exhibit, which 
will run along the Muddy River, the wa- 
terway that winds from Jamaica Pond to 
the Charles River. The Muddy River is 
an integral part of landscaper Frederick 
Law Olmsted's Emerald Necklace. 

Like every site selected by the envi- 
ronmental artists, the Muddy River was 
chosen to make people take notice of an 
often unappreciated stretch of urban 
landscape. 

It’s been a long time since Reclama- 
tion Artists’ last show, in May 1995, 
when they transformed an old, over- 
grown shipyard in East Boston. They 
lined old piers with tiny concrete hous- 
es, flew a 300-foot-long white flag 
made from torn sails and shirts, and 
positioned a basin of dirty water draped 
in canvas. It was the group's eighth ex- 
hibit since its founding, seven years 
ago. What took them so long to get to 
the ninth? 

After all, in the spring, the group 
did hold its annual version of a Bos- 
ton sightseeing tour: driving around a 
bus whose windows are covered with 
photographs of the city’s most es- 
teemed buildings and monuments — 
a lighthearted gibe at how the city 
packages itself for tourists. But plans 
for a summer exhibit at a former 
dump site in Newton fell through. 
While waiting to hear Newton Mayor 
Thomas Concannon’s reply to their 
request, they spent weeks planning 
the exhibit only to be denied access to 
the property. 

But this time around, the group has 
permission for the outdoor exhibit. 
“This is the longest period we haven't 
had a show,” says Joan Brigham, Recla- 
mation Artists’ coordinator. “It’s frus- 
trating, but we're back on track.”

Peace through bagels

Dan the Bagel Man, as 
he calls himself, isn’t like 
the other vendors who 
set up their pushcarts 
each morning. They lay 
out costume jewelry and 
sunglasses and bags of 
sweet-smelling caramel 
peanuts, hoping to en- 
tice students and tourists 
into a quick purchase. 

“My goal is simple. | 
want democracy for a 
country that still doesn't 
have it,” says Dan, a 
bagel vendor outside 
Park Street Station and, 
at 36, still something of a 
hippie. 

For Dan, his bagel 
cart is his podium. On 
his hat he sports more 
than 75 political buttons 
spanning issues and 
decades. They range 
from SUPPORT THE HOME- 
LESS badges to anti—Viet- 
nam War pins. 

“| am a doer,” says 
Dan, whose unruly curls 
and big brown eyes are 
accentuated by colorful 
clothing, globe earrings, 
and numerous peace 
and solidarity medallions 
around his neck. “I need 
to live, so | work,” he 
says, “but | also combine 
business with reality. | 
sell bagels and the truth 
to anyone who wants to 
be educated.” 

He explains how cars 
wreck the ozone layer 
and how the demolition 
of rain forests and pine 
forests in Canada adds 
to the problem. He in- 
forms people — as they 
decide between a plain bagel or 
an onion — that Poland Springs 
does not, in fact, get its water 
from one source. The water 
comes from all over the country, 
and the company isn't really even 
Poland Springs anymore: it’s 
owned by Nestle. 

Back in 1990, Dan received 
his first warning from the landlord 
who manages pushcart vendors: 
he was too political. The next 
year, he was warned for handing 
out flyers. He responded by set- 
ting up tiny toy dinosaurs and 
soldiers around his cart to show 
that the Gulf War was nothing 
more than “old dinosaurs fighting 
over oil.” 

Everyone knows Dan, includ- 
ing the politicians on Beacon Hill. 
Some stop by his cart to keep 
him up-to-date; others swing by 


to be clued in themselves. And if 
they don't come to him, he goes 
to them. “I'm always in the State 
House and City Hall,” he says. 
He says he has spent many 
an hour in City Hall with former 
city councilor David Scondras, 
and has taken his numerous con- 
cerns more than once to the of- 
fice of Councilor Byron Rushing. 
Jamie Carson, a 19-year-old 
political student at UMass/Bos- 
ton, says she doesn't really like 
bagels, but drops by his cart any- 
way — just to hear what the 
bagel man has to say. “I have in- 
Stigated hour-long debates in my 
public-policy classes based on 
something Dan the Bagel Man 
has told me that morning before 
class,” she says. “He's better 
than any teacher I've ever had.” 
Dan was destined to be politi-

cal since he was a small child. He 
explains how he attended his first 
protest when he was eight years 
old: “My mom was against Viet- 
nam, and me and my brother and 
sister went to a protest with her. 
I've been involved ever since.” 
Although his childhood stomp- 
ing ground was leafy Framing- 
ham, Dan's teen years involved 
regular trips to the city. He was 
an avid reader and also loved to 
be where the action was. That's 
also why, he says, he dropped 
out of Northeastern after a year: 
to join the real world, to get his 
hands dirty. He went to work with 
Greenpeace for a year and then 
went off to Washington, where he 
grew even more politically active. 
“| also went to Miami in 1987 
to join the South Florida Peace 
Coalition and protest the testing 


of nuclear weapons,” he 
says. “But | was only 
there long enough to 
spend nine days in jail.” 

Dan's philosophy has 
often gotten him in trou- 
ble. In 1991, he and his 
bagel cart were kicked out 
of Park Street by Parks 
and Recreation Commis- 
sioner Charles O'Connell 
when he was caught 
hanging a bulletin board 
with political newsletters 
and cartoons on the cart. 

Dan believes the reason 
his political activities have 
been “beaten down” is be- 
cause his landlord is good 
friends with the governor. 
But whether it was con- 
spiracy or just a nuisance 
eviction, that was only the 
first of many run-ins he’s 
had with the city over his 
political views. 

Although he was rein- 
stated a year later, Dan 
stayed in the new loca- 
tion he’d found at Back 
Bay Station, where he 
could be politically active 
more safely. 

That is, until he was 
kicked out of Back Bay for 
attending a Nelson Man- 
dela speech at the Hatch 
Shell in 1993. Apparently, 
Dan had been also been 
warned by the landlord of 
the Back Bay vendors not 
to be so politically vocal. 
So, when he and his fel- 
low vendors were seen 
leaving the speech and 
congregating in the neigh- 
borhood, Dan was let go. 
“But that was okay,” he 
says. “I took a break for a 
while and | just went back to Park 
Street last year.” 

Dan works a grueling sched- 
ule, spending 14-hour days at the 
bagel stand. If he’s not there, he 
might be handing out free vege- 
tarian buffet meals for the home- 
less with the activist group Food 
Not Bombs. On Monday nights 
he strategizes with members of 
Homes Not Jails to find ways to 
get the government to turn aban- 
doned buildings into permanent 
housing for the homeless. 

Despite his hard work, Dan 
settles for the bare necessities 
in his own life. He has no phone 
in his Brighton apartment, but 
doesn't fret. “There is one 
across the street at the Citgo 
station,” Dan says, “and that 
does the job.”

t first glance, which is the 

way we Americans judge 

things, Bob Dole’s selection 

of running mate Jack Kemp 

appears brilliant. Kemp will 

balance Dole’s old-fart outlook with his not- 

as-old-fart outlook. Dole can bring in the 

vast, population-free, big-sky states between 

the Rockies and the Mississippi River; Kemp 

will appeal to those women and minorities 

who admire his opposition to abortion and 

affirmative action.

anced campaign materials. Dole-Kemp’s 

popularity ratings are shooting through the 
roof. There’s just one teensy-weensy prob- 
lem: the election isn't being held tomorrow. 
When voters take a closer look at the for- 

| mer congressman from New York, Bob 
Dole will rue the day he heard the name 

Jack Kemp. Here’s why: 

¢ The Football Factor. Even the most 
casual sports fan knows that football play-

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ers are as dumb as a CEO. Jock politicians 
from Gerald Ford to Geraldine Ferraro 
have met with nothing but contempt. 
Dole-Kemp spinmeisters have shrewdly 
tried to portray the former Buffalo Bills 
quarterback as the Kierkegaard of pro- 
fessional athletics (“When other pro- 
fessional football players were read- 
ing playbooks on the road, Mr. } 
Kemp studied politics, history and r 
economics,” the New York Times 
asserted one recent Sunday). It’s 
true that the QB is often the smartest 
person on a team, but that’s not saying 
much. Which brings us to: 

¢ The Race Card. As housing secre- \ 
tary for George Bush, Kemp constantly 
pushed for “enterprise zones” (pollute 
the ghetto, tax-free!). For reasons known 
only to certain editorial writers, that 
makes him the Republican Party’s most 
African-American-savvy outsider. Kemp 
says that by playing football with blacks, 
he became an icon of the civil-rights 
movement: “I wasn’t there with Rosa 
Parks or Dr. King or John Lewis. But | 
am here now, and I am going to yell from 
the rooftops about what we need to do.” 
Sadly, many blacks are unaware that ev- 
ery year, when Coretta Scott King lays a 
wreath on her martyred husband’s grave, 
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the leaves of that wreath are studded with 
old KEMP FOR PRESIDENT buttons. 

* The Physique of a Giant Cheese. Or a 
dishwasher. Television is devastating to 
Jack Kemp. Even so, a man with the politi- 
cal acumen to endorse the gold standard —

This | 
means that Kemp claims he's actually met 
God. Americans like to elect nut cases to 
high office — mainly to get them off the | 
streets — but ex-football players who shoot 
the bull with the Big Guy are a bit much. 

* The Divorce Problem. The marital life | 
cycle of Republican leaders is unique to their 
breed. The leaders’ lean years are suffered | 
by their first wives, who type up their hus- 
bands’ senior theses in college, and work 
nights to raise campaign funds. Once elect- | 
ed to Congress, these politicians replace | 
Wife Number One with a fresh, improved 
model, thus avoiding the Democrats’ weak- 
ness for ornery wives emboldened by fideli- | 
ty. Kemp has unwiscly opted to neglect this 
central precept of GOP political life prac- | 
ticed so successfully by Ronald Reagan, |

cratic loyalties to vote for Ronald Reagan were es- 
sential to Democratic hopes of regaining the presi- 
dency.

ing and the undeserving poor. The state should 
prefer the poor who were prepared to work to 
those who were not. . . . 

“Putting People First,” Clinton’s 1992 campaign 
manifesto, declared: “Our policies are neither liber- 
al nor conservative, neither Democratic nor Repub- 
lican. They are new. They are different.” He de- 
nounced the “brain dead politics of both parties” 
and charted the outlines of a new consensus, locat- 
ed in what he called “the dynamic center.” In his 
first two years, he was to be frustrated by the Dem- 
ocratic Congress, although some successes were 
scored. The “reinventing government” project run 
by Vice-President Al Gore shrank the federal work 
force to its smallest since the Kennedy Administra- 
tion — before the Great Society was launched. In 
Clinton's third and fourth years, he was confronted 
by a Republican Congress that ironically proved far 
more ready to join him in the emergent new do- 
mestic consensus. There was much shadow boxing 
for party political purpose between the Republican 
House and Senate and the Clinton White House. 
But in the arguments over balancing the budget 
within seven years or in nine, or whether to in- 
crease Medicare premiums to a Republican $84 a 
month or a Clintonian $76 a month, there were 
distinctions without serious difference. 

The principles of the new domestic consensus, 
which could be summarized as a leaner and meaner 
government, were broadly shared by Clinton and by 
Gingrich. The size of the bureaucracy and of the 
deficit had to be shrunk, and the budget balanced, 
but funding for the Pentagon should remain close 
to cold war levels. Medicare and Medicare had to 
be reformed before the rising demographic tide of 
old people bankrupted the system. Crime had to be 
fought with more police and more prisons, and 
welfare had to end “as we know it.” More and 
more federal government responsibilities had to be 
shared with or offered to the states, and tenants 
should be encouraged to buy their public housing. 
Individuals should be responsible for their own lives 
and for their families. 

The national security consensus of active interna- 
tionalism, which had prevailed since the Second 
World War and throughout the cold war, also be- 
gan to crumble apace under Clinton’s presidency. 
Embodied in large foreign garrisons and in loyalty 
to foreign alliances and institutions from NATO to 
the UN, it depended on 
the broad agreement of 
both parties that the 
nation faced a mortal 
danger. The collapse of 
the Soviet Union and 
the subsequent enfee- 
blement of Russia had 
taken the enemy away. 
The new consensus 
that Clinton devised, 
with the strong support 
of Republicans led by 
Congressman Newt 
Gingrich, was for the 
United States to take 
the lead in promoting 
the new global econo- 
my based on free trade. 
It remained an interna- 
tionalist vision, albeit 
based far more on ex- 
ports and overseas in- 
vestments than on mili- 
tary alliances and secu- 
rity commitments. 

These clear underly- 
ing movements toward 
a new double consensus 
took place below the su- 
perficial levels of politi- 
cal argument, and were 
further shrouded by the 
extraordinary chorus of 
personal vituperation 
mounted against the 
Clintons by the Republi- 
cans. The sweeping Re- 
publican success of 
1994 in gaining control 
of both houses of 
Congress for the first 
time in forty years was hailed by triumphant support- 
ers in the United States and Europe as a historic po- 
litical shift that would fulfill Speaker Newt Gin- 
grich’s promise “to replace the welfare state with the 
conservative Opportunity society.” Only two years 
earlier, the electoral victory of Bill Clinton in defeat- 
ing an incumbent president and installing the first 
Democrat in the White House in twelve years was 
hailed as a similarly historic success for a revitalized 
Democratic Party, invigorated by a modernized con- 
cept of an American social democracy brimming 
with ideas for industrial strategy, public investment, 
and a national health system. 

The zeitgeist, or at least the fashionable interpre- 
tation of deeper political currents, can change fast in

the information age. And yet, as one might expect 
from two baby-boomers from broken homes who 
managed to avoid the Vietnam War, whose only jobs 
were university lecturing and elected office, and who 
each owned the same private car (a 1966 Ford 
Mustang convertible), the Clinton and the Gingrich 
visions had some striking features in common. 

Neither one could abide the classic foreign policy 
presidency of George Bush. Each built his political 
appeal on the promise of a middle-class tax cut, to be 
financed through a diminished government bureau- 
cracy with Americans educated and challenged to 
compete in the bracing new world of the global 
economy. Each believed in an activist government. In 
the Clinton view, government had a duty to equip the 
public with the educational tools to succeed; in the 
Gingrich view, to steer them toward the moral values 
without which success would have no meaning. Clin- 
ton would intervene in the schools and economy, 
Gingrich in the private lives of welfare mothers and 
the history curriculum of the schools. Those com- 
mon threads linking Clinton and Gingrich suggested 
that something more fundamental was at work than 
a conventional shift in the balance of power from left 
to right, or from an activist concept of government 
to a shrunken one... . 

” 

It would be difficult to overpraise the tactical skill 
with which Clinton blunted, diverted, and finally 
defeated the surging momentum of the new Repub- 
lican majority. He began by agreeing with their 
budget goals, but proceeded to argue over the tim- 
ing and the details. Although he was casting the ve- 
toes, he so arranged matters that the Republicans 
took most of the blame in the opinion polls for the 
interruption of government services. He cleverly 
deployed the perks of his office, from Air Force 
One to the power of veto, from meetings in the 
White House to the ability to invite one heroic fed- 
eral worker, who had rescued others from the Ok- 
lahoma City bombing, to be an honored guest at his 
State of the Union address. When 1995 began, the 
Democrats and Clinton’s White House team were 
demoralized, and the Republicans were crowing 
that a historic political realignment was under way. 
By the start of the 1996, the government was still 
functioning, the Senate Republicans were arguing 
with their colleagues in the House, and there was a 
movement to replace Speaker Newt Gingrich with 
his deputy, Congressman Dick Armey. 

The Republican agenda gave Clinton the chance 
to define himself by standing guard over those core 
achievements of the New Deal and the Great Soci- 
ety that still enjoyed broad popular support. He 
seized the opportunity, cast veto after veto, allowed 
the government to start closing down as 800,000 
federal workers were sent home for three days, then 
for three weeks, and made speech after speech 
about “the violation of our values.” All along, how- 
ever, he was prepared to concede the fundamental 
Republican target of balancing the budget within 
seven years... . 

= 

As 1996 dawned, and against all the odds, Clin- 
ton was well positioned for reelection. He had been 
lucky, which Napoleon always said was the most 
important quality in a general. In the matter of 
General Colin Powell, Clinton had seen his most

formidable and most popular rival decline the con- 
test. He faced a less than compelling band of Re- 
publican rivals in 1996, who were led in the opinion 
polls, in campaign funds, and in organization by 
seventy-two-year-old Senator Robert Dole. As the 
caucuses and primaries got under way, Clinton 
faced no Democratic challenger of the kind who 
had sapped President Johnson in 1968 and Presi- 
dent Carter in 1980, and enjoyed a clear ten-point 
lead over Senator Dole in all the opinion polls. And 
Speaker Gingrich had lost the aura of visionary 
leadership that he had won by marshaling the new 
Republican majority. 

This was a most dramatic recovery from the hu- 
miliation of his second year in office. Clinton had 
seen the keystone of his domestic agenda crumble 
into ruin in Congress, and then presided over the 
collapse of his party and its eviction from the con- 
gressional majority it had enjoyed for forty years. 
And yet, that collapse was almost an act of libera- 
tion for Clinton. The Democratic majority had 
fought his free trade agenda, refused to stand by his 
health reform, and almost sank his crime bill. The 
coming of a Republican majority gave Clinton 
something to stand against in a political landscape 
of extraordinary fluidity.

It was never easy to say exactly what Clinton did 
stand for. He was always prey to sudden and surg- 
ing enthusiasms on the basis of the most recent in- 
teresting conversation, or the latest speed-read 
book. He became overall spiritual after he read 
Stephen Carter’s The Culture of Disbelief: How 
American Law and Politics Trivialize Religious De- 
votion. Then he read Awaken the Giant Within by 
the new age self-improvement guru Anthony Rob- 
bins, and invited him up to give personalized semi- 
nars at Camp David. Clinton developed an instant 
fascination in third world birth control after reading 
a despairing essay in Harper's about the disintegra- 
tion of West Africa. He read David McCullough’s 
biography of President Truman to inspire himself 
with the prospect of a similar electoral comeback 
after defeat in the midterm congressional elections. 
Then he read John Morton Blum’s The Progressive 
Presidents, and in the following week spent five 
days touring the four important electoral states of 
Pennsylvania, Florida, Colorado, and California, 
raising a brisk $5 million for his well-funded reelec- 
tion campaign, and talking about the Progressive 
era at the beginning of the twentieth century. 

It was not a politician's stump speech, but more 
that curious blend of the preacher and teacher that 
was the Clinton hallmark, and another feature he 
shared with his contemporary, Newt Gingrich. The 
speech was designed to reinvent himself again as 
the New Progressive, or, as he sought to imply, the 
kind of leader Americans were lucky enough to 
elect once in a century.

In the end, Aiahion fie is a one-term 
president or not, Bill Clinton will be re- 
membered for what he did for the long 
haul. He came to the White House to lead 
an America deeply uncertain of its global 
role and increasingly wary of its global 
commitments. And in the most consistent 
single strategy of his presidency, he shifted 
the nature of that debate away from the 
militarized slogans of the past to the com- 
mercial realities of the future. He had be- 
come.the free trade president, who had 
locked America into the dominant place in 
the new institutions of the global economy. 
At home, the failure or hopeless dilution of 
so many of Clinton’s individual reforms 
was in the end balanced and even out- 
weighed by his part in finally sinking the 
untenable old consensus of the New Deal, 
and the crafting of a new one.

uis Francisco Villalona- 
Perez has lived much of his 
life afraid that he would 
lose it. In the small city in 
the southern Dominican 
| Republic where Villalona-Perez grew up, 
he knew only one other gay man, a 
| neighbor. Fear kept both men in the 
| closet — but even so, they were con- 
| stantly taunted by a group of neighbor- 
hood youths. 

Then in 1993, his neighbor was found 
murdered and sexually mutilated. 

In a society that prizes machismo, the 
5-5, 116-pound Villalona-Perez isn’t ex- 
actly the picture of manhood. A bit ef- 
feminate, young-looking for his 33 years, 
| he says he was branded gay by a culture 
that recoils from homosexuality and of- 
ten lashes out violently at gay people. 
Villalona-Perez had never set foot in a 
gay bar or had any kind of a relationship 
with another man, but, like his neighbor, 
he fit the stereotype. He heard the word 
maricon — “faggot” — whenever he

Gay asylum 


A court case gives “liberty or 
death” a very real meaning 









walked down the street. 

“He was terrified by [the murder] be- 
cause he was the only other gay person 
in the neighborhood,” says Jarrett Bar- 
rios, Villalona-Perez’s Boston-based at- 
torney. “And the same people had been 
harassing him.” 

Now Villalona-Perez is living in Bos- 
ton, trying to convince the US Immigra- 
tion Court that he legitimately fears per- 
secution back home and thus deserves 
asylum. The case, which began on Mon- 
day and is the first of its kind in New 
England, could well be a sign of things to 
come in a controversial, and rapidly 
changing, area of law. 

An irony of the case is that the Do- 
minican Republic is such a popular 
Caribbean vacation resort, even among 
gay and lesbian tourists. (The country, 
only twice the size of New Hampshire, 
is on the same island as Haiti.) Its 
economy depends on tourism, and Do- 
minicans go out of their way to be ac- 
commodating to foreigners. But the 
picture painted of the Dominican Re- 
public by gay men and lesbians who live 
there is far different from the 
Caribbean paradise shown in postcards. 
To be gay in this island democracy 
means to be harassed, beaten, arrested 
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for no reason, and possibly — like Vil- 
lalona-Perez’s neighbor — killed.

have been meeting, drinking, and dancing 
there. This past February, police raided 
the club and locked 87 Dominican, Ja- 
maican, and American gay men in hand- 
cuffs and leg irons. The foreigners were 
released, but the local Dominican gays 
and lesbians got the usual treatment: ar-

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rested, jailed for the night in a crowded cell, released the 
next day, and never given any reason. For many American 
gays and lesbians, that story eerily echoes the raids that 
preceded the Stonewall riot in New York. 

A Dominican health educator (who requested his name 
and exact position be withheld out of concern for his safety) 
was flown to Boston this week to back up Villalona-Perez’s 
stories of the terror felt by gay men in his home country. In a 
hearing on Monday, he related a number of disturbing sto- 
ries of being harassed and arrested. 

On one occasion, he was stopped by police; when they 
saw the earring he wore and the tail in his hair — a 
trendy look for gay Dominican men — they asked him if 
he was gay. When he didn’t deny it, he spent the night in 
jail, where he saw a man gang-raped, beaten, and left for 
dead because the other prisoners thought he was gay. 

He also told of a friend who was murdered — stabbed 
23 times and beheaded. Word on the street was that the 
man, who was effeminate, was killed because he was gay. 
The two men eventually arrested for the murder had 
taunted the victim before, and had even cut off a piece of 
the top of his ear during another assault. But after the 
murder, the first thing the police did was round up and 
arrest other gay men. “They look at it like we're all de- 
viants, all criminals,” he says, “so it’s natural for them to 
suspect us.” 

The embassy of the Dominican Republic is hardly con- 
trite. “It’s a very closed-minded country, like most Latin 
American countries,” says Sabrina Roman, the Domini- 
can consul in Boston. “It’s not easy for people to accept 
homosexual people. It’s like a disease in a family. [But] | 
don’t see that it’s a reason to get out of the Dominican 
Republic and ask to be here in the United States.” 

In a report requested by Judge Thomas Ragno, who will 
decide if Villalona-Perez should be granted asylum, the 
State Department admits that gays and lesbians face ha- 
| rassment in the Dominican Republic.

Since moving to 
the US, Villalona- 
Perez has been living 
in Jamaica Plain with 
members of his ex- 
tended family. Now 
he can walk down the 
street without fear of 
being stoned by 
neighborhood 
youths, as he was af- 
ter being chased from 
a party one night. But he cannot escape the memories. 

“They were 32 horrible years,” he says of his life in the 
Dominican Republic. “I would go out to the supermarket 
or walk on the street and people would scream, ‘Faggot!’ 
In my fear, | thought they would attack me or something 
worse. They would beat me up. They would kill me.” He 
was even rejected by his family. 

The abuse took its toll. Suffering constant harassment at 
school, even in front of teachers, Villalona-Perez took four 
extra years to finish college, and was plagued by stress-in- 
duced vomiting and migraine headaches. After school, the 
abuse followed him into the workplace: as a manager in a 
warehouse, he was taunted daily by those who worked for 
him, sexually harassed by a woman, and assaulted by a super- 
visor. (His lawyer will not permit him to discuss the details.) 

For Villalona-Perez to receive asylum and be able to 
stay in the US legally, Barrios must prove to the court 
that as a member of a particular social group — homo- 
sexuals — Villalona-Perez has a well-founded fear of 
persecution in the Dominican Republic. That argument 
was made easier in 1994, when US Attorney General 
Janet Reno designated the case of Fidel Ammando To- 
boso-Alfonso, a gay Cuban granted asylum, as a prece- 
dent establishing gays and lesbians as a social class. 
There's still no open-door policy for gays and lesbians 
seeking asylum, but now judges must recognize that sex- 
ual orientation can be a reason for persecution, just as 
religion can be. 

But Villalona-Perez is counting on more than the 
court’s sympathy. He has further precedents on his side, 
set by about three dozen other cases in the US in which 
gay men and lesbians have been granted asylum from 
countries — Iran, Pakistan, and some Latin American 
nations — where the culture is heavily influenced by 
conservative religions such as Islam or Catholicism. 

At Monday’s hearing, Villalona-Perez won a victory that 
will let him stay in the US for at least another year. (In the 
three-hour hearing, Ragno heard testimony from only the 
health educator.) The judge is backlogged, so Villalona- 
Perez won't be back in court until 1998. In the meantime, 
Villalona-Perez stays in Boston, where he has been dating a 
man now for 14 months — his first relationship. “I feel 
free. | have many homosexual friends. They're helping me 
to live a good life here,” he says. But if he loses and is de- 
ported to the Dominican Republic, he is afraid it will be 
much worse than before. Then they just thought he was 
gay. Now they'll know for sure. “The society's homopho- 
bic,” he says. “I think | would die like all the other gay men 
who've been killed for being gay.” Q

ANCHESTER, NH 
— When James Moul- 
ton went on trial in 
Hillsborough County 
Superior Court for de- 
capitating his friend, WMUR-TV crime 
reporter Jack Heath was on the story. Al- 
ways hungry for an exclusive, Heath found 
his opportunity there in Courtroom 2 
when lawyers for both sides were called 
into the judge’s chambers. 

Moulton was left sitting alone at the de- 
fense table, and Heath just couldn’t resist. 
Dashing to the front of the courtroom, the 
cameraman at his heels, he stuck a micro- 
phone in Moulton’s mustachioed face and 
demanded, “Didja do it?” 

Needless to say, nothing in Moulton’s 
response was suitable for broadcast. Nor 
was the official reaction. © 

“When I came out of the chambers and 
found Jack in front of the bar, I went 
nuts,” recalls defense attorney Mark Sisti. 
| “He’s a nice enough guy, [but] that was 
ridiculous.” The judge angrily reprimand- 
ed Heath. 

That tale from 1987 sums up the re- 

porter’s reputation — friendly, ambitious, 
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Jack-in-the-box 


New Hampshire’s Jack Heath 
is a candidate created by TV 


but prone to letting his desire for “good 
TV” override his better judgment. The 
mention of Heath’s name elicits praise 
from TV types, who laud his aggressive- 
ness, and snorts from print journalists, 
who ridicule him as more entertainer than 
reporter. “He may get the interview,” says 
veteran New Hampshire journalist Jeff 
Feingold, “but he’s not always sure what 
to do with it.” 

The same could be said of Heath’s cur- 
rent run for Congress — he may know 
how to get there, but is he really sure what 
to do with the post? In April, Heath re- 
signed from his job as news director at 
WMUR, Channel 9, New Hampshire’s 
only statewide TV news outlet, to seek the 
Republican nomination for the First Dis- 
trict congressional seat being vacated by 
Bill Zeliff, a candidate for governor. In a 
hot political season in the Granite State, 
with both congressional seats, one Senate 
seat, and the governorship up for grabs, 
Heath’s high public profile immediately 
moved him to the front of the crowded 
GOP field, along with former governor 
John Sununu’s son, John, and Manchester 
mayor Ray Wieczorek. If he wins the pri- 
mary on September 10, he’ll head into an 
unpredictable race with the traditionally 
decisive advantage of the GOP imprimatur. 





The 36-year-old Heath is a symbol of 
our times: his TV celebrity translates read- 
ily into political credibility. Never mind 
that Heath hasn’t been elected to so much 
as the local school committee in his tony 
hometown of Bedford. Never mind that as 
a reporter, his integrity took a back seat to 
his urge to climb the corporate ladder. 
He’s a perfect fit for the party that sched- 
uled its recent convention according to the 
networks’ time slots. Heath is more than a 
candidate made for TV; he is a candidate 
made by TV. 

This is not to say there is anything inher- 
ently wrong with a 
journalist taking a stab 
at elective office. Ex- 
perienced journalists 
often have an intimate 
knowledge of public 
policy, as well as a 
practical sense of what 
is wrong with the polit- 
ical process. The prob- 
lem is that name recog- 
nition has eclipsed 
knowledge in the TV 
age.

broadcasting careers helped 
launch right-wingers such as 
Robert Dornan, the Republi- 
can presidential contender who once char- 
acterized his opponents as “lesbian 
spearchuckers,” and J.D. Hayworth of Ari- 
zona. When Hayworth left his job as a 
sportscaster in Phoenix to join the Newt 
Gingrich—led revolution of 1994, some 
pundits and columnists poked fun at him. 
But Hayworth, a gregarious, Limbaugh- 
like character, attributes his victory to his 
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TV image, which gave him the “aura of 
being an outsider” even though he had 
been quite active in the GOP off-camera. 


Will this dog hunt? 

Heath is hoping that his TV image will 
be enough to carry him to victory. Origi- 
nally from Lynn, Heath started out at 
WMUR as a crime reporter in 1986. He 
covered murder and mayhem with such 
gusto that he acquired the in-house nick- 
name “Crime Dog.” 

Yet he wasn’t always smarter 
than your average dog. A for- 
mer wire reporter recalls an in- 
| terview Heath did with Steve 

Merrill — then the state’s at- 
torney general, now governor 
— after an al- 
leged killer 
7 had been 
" picked up. 
Heath had 

been told by police 
sources that the ac- 
cused had confessed to 
the crimes. So, Heath 
asked Merrill, that 
would mean the state 
could just skip the ex- 
pense of a trial, right? 

Heath left WMUR in 
1988 to take a job at 
Channel 5 in Boston, 
only to return from the big city 
in 1990 as political reporter and 
host of Close-Up, the Sunday- 
morning political chat show. 
“He was one of the best re- 
porters I’ve ever known,” recalls 
his predecessor, Miles Resnick. 

Heath so pleased management, 
in fact, that, in 1991, he replaced 
Resnick, and was later named a 
vice-president of Imes Communi- 
cations, the station’s parent com- 
pany. He maintained his visibility, contin- 
uing to host Close-Up and grabbing big- 
name political interviews for himself. He 
managed to raise the station’s news rat- 
ings to record levels, in part relying on 
the “it bleeds, it leads” formula that 
serves television so well. 

Though an incorrigible joker in the

newsroom, Heath was often short-tem- 
pered and thin-skinned when it came to 
competitors. One time, for example, 
WBZ-TV sent a reporter from Boston to 
cover a violent death in New Hampshire. 
The reporter talked to the family and got a 
photo of the victim to use on-air. A WBZ 
source recalls that Heath’s team arrived 
later at the house and, discovering that 
Boston had beat them to it, scolded the 
grieving family for not being more loyal to 
their local station. 

Heath also bent the rules of journalism 
to woo the state’s power brokers. WMUR 
was chided in journalistic circles when, 
under Heath, the anchorwoman began 
doing a “financial news minute,” which 
was a glorified advertisement for the 
prominently mentioned sponsoring bank. 
A local broadcast reporter recalls the day 
Heath and a WMUR colleague arrived at 
the State House armed with huge fruit 
baskets for various politicians. And Heath 
obliged the owners of Cabletron Systems, 
a $1 billion company based in Rochester, 
with coverage of their recurring com- 
plaints about electric rates and business 
taxes. (Heath and Cabletron chairman 
Craig Benson became so friendly that 
Benson is now helping to bankroll 
Heath’s campaign.) 

Heath’s circle of powerful friends grew 
with time. He was known to lunch, play 
golf, or clink party glasses with Governor 
Merrill, Congressman Zeliff, Senator Judd 
Gregg’s chief of staff Joel Maiola, and 
GOP media advisor Pat Griffin. In 1993, 
Heath even turned out to help roast Mer- 
rill at a fundraiser to benefit Manchester 
GOP municipal candidates. Those ties 
were reflected in WMUR’s coverage of 
Merrill and other Republican leaders, 
eventually earning the station the nick- 
name “WGOP.” 

“We've perceived,” 
editorial-page editor Guy MacMillan, 
striking and sometimes appalling bias in 
their news coverage.” 

At least two former WMUR employees 
have publicly complained that they were

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fired because they objected to giving so 
much favorable treatment to Merrill. In the 
1992 election season, the two Republicans 
opposing Merrill in the governor’s race 
complained that WMUR was giving him 
more air time; that year, the Democratic 
nominee, Deborah “Arnie” Arnesen, 
dubbed the station MTV — “Merrill Tele- 
vision.” Scratching the backs of the power 
structure pays off, of course, when it 
comes to access and inside information. 
Despite his critics, by the time Heath was 
done, WMUR was generally acknowl- 
edged as the most influential news organi- 
zation in the state, supplanting the rabidly 
right-wing Manchester Union Leader. 


Creating a candidate 

At the same time, wittingly or not, he 
was laying the groundwork for his own 
political career. “Channel 9 has jumped on 
bandwagons before and pushed candi- 
dates, but they’ve never created candi- 
dates,” says Feingold. “The first Channel 
9-created candidate is Jack Heath.” 

Heath has defended WMUR as a solid 
news station that has earned the respect of 
the political elite. He plays down the signifi- 
cance of his ties to the GOP. “New Hamp- 
shire is a small state,” he told the Concord 
Monitor in an interview this past June. “Is it 
wrong or right to know people?” 

But the courtesies shown Merrill have 
been extended to GOP leaders outside the 
state as well. The Sentinel’s MacMillin re- 
calls a WMUR “exclusive” interview with 
former president George Bush when he 
was in the state campaigning for reelection 
in 1992: “The reporter, Tom Griffith, be- 
gan his interview by telling the president 
how proud he was of him and all the 
things he’d done in the Gulf War. Finally, 
he said something like, ‘But I’m a reporter, 
and I have to ask the tough questions.’ ” 

As Heath’s former colleagues now cover 
his run for office, WMUR is already being 
accused of handling “their” candidate with 
kid gloves. In June, a Concord Monitor 
story described a WMUR reporter’s en- 
thusiastic embrace of Heath before begin- 
ning her interview with him at a press con- 
ference. “Oh, don’t take a picture of me 
hugging Jack,” she told a news photogra- 
pher. “That might not look good.” 

More recently, the station ran a report 
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claiming that opponent Wieczorek’s 
fundraising situation was “desperate,” a 
loaded word that sent campaign manager 
Charlie Arlinghaus into fits. When he 
questioned WMUR as to where it got its 
information, the response was “talk 
around the newsroom.” Contrary to Chan- 
nel 9’s report, Arlinghaus says, the cam- 
paign’s cash balance 
is stable. News di- 
rector Karen Brown 
did not return a call 
from the Phoenix. 

Heath, too, was 
hardly eager to talk 
with the Phoenix. 
His campaign man- 
ager, Matthew Hud- 
dleston, arranged 
for the candidate to 
meet with a Phoenix 
reporter on the day 
of a congressional 
forum in Manch- 
ester last month. 
But Heath balked. 
When the reporter 
approached him 
during a break in 
the forum, Heath 
twice turned his 
back, explaining he was instead going to 
chat with “my friend John” DiStaso, the 
Union Leader’s longtime political writer. 
After the forum, Heath dashed past the 
still-waiting reporter and up Hanover 
Street to the safety of his campaign head- 
quarters, leaving Huddleston behind to 
stammer out a weak explanation about 
time constraints. Subsequent requests by 
the Phoenix for phone time with Heath 
were turned down due to the candidate’s 
“tight schedule.” 

But judging from his speech that day 
and his campaign brochure, little about 
Heath’s politics distinguishes him from 
the other frontrunners. His viewpoints 
are rehashed Gingrich, the Contract with 
America two years too late — heavy on 
the anti-government rhetoric, light on 
specifics. 

Whoever wins the GOP nomination in 
September will take on Democrat Joe 
Keefe, a former party executive director 
who is busy amassing a war chest, and

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who may provide tougher opposition than 
New Hampshire Republicans usually en- 
counter. But regardless of whether Heath 
wins the GOP nomination, the race 
promises to be a test of the continuing po- 
litical power of New Hampshire media. In 
the minds of some Democrats, the long- 
standing GOP lock on New Hampshire’s 
state and federal of- 
fices is due in no 
small part to the na- 
ture of the media 
market. Democratic 
US Senate candidate 
John Rauh observes 
that more than 60 
percent of New 
Hampshire voters are 
not Republicans — 
30 percent are inde- 
pendents, and 32 
percent are 
Democrats. The one- 
station, one-newspa- 
per media market has 
skewed election out- 
comes toward the 
GOP, he argues, be- 
cause candidates 
who don’t make the 
few minutes devoted 
to politics on the evening news, or who 
aren’t in the Union Leader’s good graces, 
must work harder to get their message out 
through other media. 

“I do not believe the political results in 
New Hampshire reflect the voters in New 
Hampshire,” argues Rauh, who lost a 
1992 Senate race against Judd Gregg by 
just 8000 votes. 

Deborah Arnesen, now a Second Dis- 
trict congressional candidate, agrees that 
the state “isn’t as right as it votes.” She 
has been one of the few political figures to 
criticize WMUR’s coverage publicly, and 
has suffered the news department’s wrath 
as a result. 

Heath has said he would bring the same 
integrity to Congress that he brought to 
journalism, adds Arnesen. “Now I’m really 
chilled.” Q

odd Cloakley is naked. From where he 
a stands, he can see a group of 
teenagers waiting to cross Columbus 
Street. By tilting his neck toward the floor, he 
can peer at the stopwatch he uses to keep 
track of how long he needs to hold his pose. 
Or he can stare straight ahead at the three 
women who happen to be staring back at 
him. These are his options for the next four 
hours. 

Todd Cloakley, which is not his real name, 
stands in the center of a second-floor studio 
of the New England School of Art and De- 
sign, where Audrey Goldstein's sculpting 
class meets on Wednesday mornings. The 
three women are beginners. One has braces, 
a ponytail, and the rosy cheeks of a high- 
school cheerleader. The others, while equally 
inexperienced, sport an artier look: eyebrow 
rings and paint-stained pants. They take their 
eyes from Cloakley’s almost hairless body 
only to twist, tear, or smooth the warm blobs 
of brown wax in front of them.

10 more hours of work scheduled after class, 
but he stands still anyway. 

In 19th-century Paris, if a model passed 
muster at Montparnasse auditions, he or she 
might work one of the.classes attended by 
young artists called Manet and Monet. In the 
1920s, a model like Kiki — the zaftig 
Parisian who, wrote Ernest Hemingway, “was 
about as close as people get nowadays to be- 
ing Queen” — could become a society star 
via the art circuit. 

Here and now, Cloakley will earn $10 an 
hour for his work, which suits him fine. He 
doesn’t do this for the fame; he does it for a 
paycheck. He’s glad to have the gig: model- 
ing work is hard to find in Boston. 

“I have a list of people who call up and say 
they'll come in at a moment's notice, basically 
begging for work,” says Hope DiBona, a 
painter and instructor at the Boston School 
of Adult Education. 

“It’s gotten to the point where you just 
have to say no,” says Daniel Roode, who 
hires models for the Museum School. 
“There’s no room.” 

* 

Seventy-six-year-old Charlie Polk is easily 
the dean of the model circuit. He got his start 
in 1949, in New York. By that point, he had 
tried, and failed, to make it as a dancer, a ra- 
dio man, and an actor. His first modeling job, 
at the Art Students’ League in New York 
City, paid $2 an hour. 

“I had a good body, and I had to make a 
living,” he says. “So that’s how I started 
modeling: to eat.” 

Polk is the closest thing to a star in the lo- 
cal world of art models. Though he is paid 
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the same as others, there are perks: never 
worrying about getting work and always be- 
ing recognized. 

Thousands of students, as well as some in- 
structors, have painted Polk. Sculptor Pene- 
lope Jencks hired him several years ago to 
model for the statue of Harvard scholar 
Samuel Eliot Morison that sits at the corner 
of Exeter Street and Comm Ave. Younger 
models consider Polk an inspiration. 

“He’s big and fat and bald, and he’s a great 
model,” is how model Deborah Grynberg 
puts it. 

On a recent assignment at MassArt, Polk 
arrives just past 6 p.m., removes his clothes, 
and reclines in a lounge chair on a stage lit by 
a dozen spotlights. He bends his left leg, 
keeps his right one straight, and tilts his head 
back as if he’s at the beach. A dozen students 
vie for prime spots on the studio’s concrete 
floor, which is flecked with dried paint. 

Polk is not a painter or sculptor, but an 
arts background like his is common among 
models. For them, posing comes more natu- 
rally than waiting tables. It’s a less depend- 
able part-time job, but it’s more interesting. 

Tim Lee, a painter in his 40s whose hair is 
pulled back in a ponytail, takes pride in his 
poses. On a recent evening, he walks into a 
studio at Lincoln’s DeCordova Museum, and 
peels off his black spandex shorts and match- 
ing tank top to reveal a tight, muscular body. 

When Lee poses, he tries to think of what 
he as an artist would want from a model. He 
tries to move his body in ways that suggest a 
set of shapes. For example, an oval head con- 
necting to a long rectangular neck. 

“I enjoy a good reputation, and | definitely 
want to maintain it,” he says. 

Lee's forehead glistens from the lights after 
just a few minutes of class. A muscle spasm 
in his left shoulder becomes visible. His ribs 
push against his skin. A vein down the center 
of his forehead throbs. 

“He is as good as they get,” says Richard 
Lagasse, the DeCordova art instructor. “He 
has a complete sense of himself and his 
body.” 

What Lagasse means is that Lee, like a 
dancer, knows that when the hips move, the 
shoulders must follow. He pivots at the 
waist in an almost machine-like fashion, as 
if his torso is screwed into a particular 
groove. 

For an artist, working as a model can be 
both rewarding and frustrating. Making art is 
a solitary activity, so the immediate reaction a 
model receives from the students, the instant 
response expressed in molded clay or paint 
on canvas, can be a welcome change. Some- 
times, though, being an artist can make the 
job more difficult. 

“At one point it occurred to me that I was a 
more exciting model than artist,” Cloakley 
says. “That infuriated me, and that’s why I’m 
working less now.” 

And there are other frustrations, too. Some 
models find it very difficult to get past the 
awkward sexual tension created by standing 
naked in front of a dozen clothed observers. 
Audrey Goldstein, who has taught sculpting 
for 17 years, remembers one male model who

was unprepared to deal with a class of college 
women. 

“He was doing a standing pose, and he was 
having a real hard time not having a hard- 
on,” Goldstein says. “At one point during the 
break, he went out to supposedly feed his 
parking meter. We never saw him again.” 

Sex can become an issue outside the studio 
as well. Getting regular work as a model is 
hard enough as it is. At most schools, the hir- 
ing is done by a coordinator — which is to 
say, a low-paid employee who also answers 
phones and does clerical work. The trouble 
starts when that coordinator has his or her 
own hiring criteria. 

“He hires all of his boyfriends,” one in- 
structor complains about a school coordina- 
tor who hires substandard models. 

“Well,” says a veteran model standing 
nearby, “I'll just have to become his 
boyfriend.” 

Another model remembers a lecherous in- 
structor saying, “I think one of the most beau- 
tiful things is to watch a woman undress.” 

Julie Long (not her real name) has seen the 
best and worst of the modeling world during 
her three years on the circuit. 

One good memory: with a recording of a 
violin concerto in the background, she struck 
crisp, lively poses and the class fed off her en- 
ergy. But occasionally a student has made 
lewd comments, or a simple-minded beginner 
has typecast her. 

A native of Southeast Asia, Long has run 
up against subtle forms of prejudice. She be- 
comes frustrated when she’s painted as one 
of Gauguin’s Filipino girls — a nymph under 
a palm tree by the river. One artist, in a pri- 
vate session, asked Long to dance “like a 
Cambodian.” She never returned. 

“What if there was a black model and they 
said, ‘Can you do some African Watusi 
moves or can you pretend you're picking cot- 
ton?’ ” Long asks. 

There’s another form of discrimination in 
this business. Beauty as we know it — that is, 
beauty in the cookie-cutter sense of a fashion 
model — is, at best, beside the point. The art 
studio is likely the only place on earth where 
bad teeth, wobbly thighs, and bulging bellies 
are almost flaunted. 

Polk is bald, his teeth are stained from 
smoking, and his gut sags like a deflated 
beach ball. As Robin Paine, an instructor at 
the Museum School says, it’s another kind of 
beauty. 

“He has an incredible head,” says Kasia 
Kupiec-Weglinski, a Polish artist who teaches 
at MassArt. “It’s very classical, and his nose 
is so profound. Picasso was so drawn to 
some kinds of faces that he was grabbing 
people from the street. And that is how it is 
with Charlie.” 

“I can remember a Pakistani woman who 
modeled for me in Scotland,” Paine says. 
“She had terrible scars all over her belly from 
a rather primitive C-section. She was fairly 
plump, and her face showed she'd had a hard 
time. And this woman was capable of holding 
the most beautiful poses.” Paine takes a deep 
breath. “There is nothing blander than a pret- 
ty girl of 18.” QO

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‘Crash, bang, burn’ 


The inside track at Seekonk Speedway

Every summer Saturday evening, the Seekonk 
Speedway takes on the air of a giant junior-high- 
school fair. Adolescent couples sway against each 
other; herds of younger kids roam in tight-knit 
groups, nervously excited. Pizza slices drip cheese an 
alarming shade of road-sign orange. The Speedway, 
uninhabited and forlorn by daylight, on these nights 
possesses mystery. 

Once a chicken ranch, Seekonk is now the oldest 
operating stock-car track in New England. Located 
just south of Fall River, Seekonk hosts races each 
Saturday night throughout the summer. The cars 
that compete here are production models, typically 
Camaros and Thunderbirds, that have been stripped 
down to their chassis and encased in fiberglass hulls. 

Leo Cleary, a 14-time champion who has won in 
all divisions, drove jalopies at Seekonk in the early 
"50s, half a decade after the track first opened. He 
remembers when Dominic Vendetti, whose widow, 
Irene, now operates the Speedway, flooded the track 
in the off-season for speedboat races, skating, and 
skiing. A grandfatherly man who still swears like a 
sailor, Cleary seems abidingly in touch with the Zen 
of racing: “Driving’s only one third of it. You have to 
be dedicated, to live and sleep it. You have to work 
with the car.” 

At the southwestern corner of the track, right next 
to Victory Lane, is the pit, the sanctum sanctorum of 
the Speedway. Here Cleary’s dictum is the rule: ev- 
eryone works with the cars. Crews, drivers, and crew 
chiefs roam the area. The pit is the Speedway’s oper- 
ating room, where drivers and-mechanics get their 
hands greasy in the intestines of their machines. 
Lined up side by side are the cars — Pro Stock, 
Sportsman, Street Stock, and Formula Four, as well 
as TD-4 trucks — their engines idling, racing, whin- 
ing, silent. 

Races, especially in the less experienced divisions 
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like Sportsman, can be chaotic: cars bump 
and push each other, spin into the center or 
smash against the outside walls, spark, 
flame, billow smoke — a Roman orgy of vi- 
olence, to which the crowd responds in like 
manner. But in the pit, a taut regime of or- 
der prevails. The pit chiefs announce the 
cars’ line-ups for the upcoming races, often 
to the drivers’ chagrin. The drivers listen to 
the announcement and return to their cars 
in the pit. A low, numbing roar and the 
smells of gas, oil, and rubber combine in a 
dizzying brew; crew members, when they 
aren’t prodding and massaging the cars like 
horses, lean against the low retaining walls 
and chat, or sit on the oversized, treadless 
tires. Everyone, it seems, smokes. 

There is not much inside any of the cars. 
They are stripped to the bare minimum, ve- 
hicles for engines rather than people. A 
fiberglass shell covers the “roll cage,” a met- 
al frame in the cab which protects the driver. 
Before the driver are a speedometer, fuel 
gauge, oil gauge, tachometer, and a kill 
switch for electricity, which prevents the 
cars’ super-high-octane fuel from igniting 
during a crash. Fire, of course, is the drivers’ 
worst nightmare, and they wear flame-resis- 
tant jumpsuits and gracefully thin, form-fit- 
ting protective shoes. The drivers are 
strapped into a large version of an infant’s 
car seat, with the car’s outer shell reaching 
up to window level on the passenger’s side 
and forming a solid wall on the driver’s. 
“The idea is, if you crash, you don’t go any- 
where,” says driver Ken Casper. 

As the cars stream onto the tracks for the 
first warm-up laps, they squiggle like tad- 
poles to warm their tires for traction. After 
another lap, the cars coalesce into two 
closely packed, rumbling lines. The race is 
about to start. A pit chief steps perilously 
close to their trajectory; as the first car 
passes him, he thrashes the air with his arm. 
Near the finish line, a bald, plump man 
waves a white flag, and the race has begun. 
The rumble of the engines explodes into a 
banshee whine. The cars streak past, and 
the fans point and cheer. 

From the stands near Victory Lane, the pit 
crews comment, nod gravely, then rush back 
to the pit to ask how it felt. 

In the world outside the pit, ravaged-look- 
ing men in faded T-shirts drink beer; fami- 
lies sit around picnics spread on the cement 
terraces of the main grandstand. Old cou- 
ples bicker, the men sipping beer and wom- 
en commenting on the races. Slicks with 
mustaches and permanent sunglasses slouch 
next to their ladies, whose cool gazes scan 
the crowd like radar. The cars’ noise begins 
to seem lulling. 

* 

Ray Lee, who has been building cars since 
1962 and racing them since ’65, sits on a 
tire and smokes. He starts today 12th in 
points for the season in the Pro Stock divi- 
sion, the most prestigious category in stock- 
car racing. When asked how long he has 
been racing, he first responds, “Eons.” Lee 
has limpid blue eyes and a face furrowed by 
worry. He currently teaches “vocational 
skills to alternative students” at Taunton 
High School. His car, painted plain black 
with a white number 33, isn’t covered with 
the stickers for parts shops, junkyards, and 
nightclubs that most others are. Lee and his 
hulking engineer, Adam Manchester, built it 
themselves.

A more typical car carries the logos of 10 
to 12 sponsors. The link between local econ- 
omy and local spectacle is more intimate in 
stock-car racing than in bigger-money 
sports. After one talks to drivers, pit me- 
chanics, and the employees of the Speed- 
way, it becomes apparent that almost every- 
one here has known someone who has 
raced, has raced themselves, or owns some 
part in the cars. With cars costing up to 
$30,000, interdependence has become a 
way of life. When winners drive into Victory 
Lane, they make sure to mention the body 
shops, tire dealers, insurance companies, 
and other local businesses who have paid 
piecemeal for the cars they drive. 

Even so, Lee believes that New England is 
essentially “anti-racing” compared to the 
South, which boasts more extensive televi- 
sion coverage and larger events, like the 
Winston Cup. Sponsors that “have nothing 
to do with racing,” such as Procter and 
Gamble, support drivers there. In New Eng- 
land, says Lee, some people are looking in 
that direction themselves. 

But while it can keep cars going, that kind 
of support can also cut away at community 
involvement. This is cause for worry at a 
time when, as one local journalist puts it, 
“The economy here is on its ass because it 
depended too much on defense.” Local 
blue-collar families think twice before 
spending the $30 to $40 it takes just to enter 
many tracks. In response, tracks have tried 
various tactics. A speedway in New Hamp- 
shire has apparently staged fist fights, a la 
the World Wrestling Federation, to attract 
new customers. Seekonk is one of the few 
stock-car racetracks in New England to 
have survived the recession. Either way, 
though, the logic seems clear: by taking rac- 
ing out of the hands of community sponsor- 
ship, both at the gate and in the garage, the 
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community investment — both literal and 
figurative — changes. 

“The kids used to be interested in racing,” 
Lee says, referring to his students. “Not as 
much anymore.” 

Whatever compels drivers here to race week 
after week, it isn’t money. Winners can expect 
only a $1500 purse, and the odds, more than 
in most sports, are against winning. 
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son, Ken, and his wife, Rochelle, have all 
won titles at Seekonk. The pit itself, he says, 
is “like a big family — everybody parks in 
the same spot week after week. Like a fami- 
ly, we have our little fights.” Casper is wiry, 
leather-skinned, possessing a stockbroker’s 
frenetic energy. Today, he wears a T-shirt 
with the warning: | CAN BE VERY ABRASIVE. A 
member of the racing world for 20 years,

But Lee brightens when asked why he 
races. “Competition,” he says, smiling. “I 
like to win.” 

One of the big winners this season has 
been Bobby LeClerc (pronounced LeClaire), 
who leads the Sportsman division. This time 
last year, he was in 14th place. He came 
back and clinched the 1995 Sportsman title 
at Seekonk, a fact advertised conspicuously 
by T-shirts his crew members wear. His car 
pulls in from a practice run and his four- 
man crew crowds around it. 

“How did it feel?” they ask. “What did it 
feel like was going on there?” 

“A fuel leak,” LeClerc says intuitively, 
pulling himself through the car’s window. 
With his youth, tan, blond hair, and blue 
eyes, he’s the embodiment of the American 
sports star. He also has a friendly manner. 
His racing career began, he says, when he 
heard “banging and generators going” next 
door, where his neighbor was building a race 
car. He still constructs his own chassis and 
front end; Precision Engines, a local compa- 
ny, provides the motor. His secret to racing? 

“Go out there and drive like ten motherfuck- 
ers,” he says. “It might be better to have a cou- 
ple of beers in you before that, but you can’t.”

age and disposition is Ken Casper. He, his 


Casper has just returned to driving after a 
10-year retirement. He now races a truck, 
which he says is much less expensive to 
maintain than a car. 

“It’s like drugs, like a sickness,” he says, 
describing his desire to race. “You can go 
out there and break the speed limit — crash, 
bang, burn! And afterwards you can go 
home to your wife.” 

Ken Casper has come out well in his first 
heat of the day. He moved from eighth to 
fifth position after a crash ahead of him 
opened up the field. Now, in the pit, he talks 
over the race with crew and friends. 

“Bam, bam, bam!” He is slapping his fist 
into his palm, describing the ramming truck 
number 66 took before it wiped out. When 
someone gives him a cigarette, his hands are 
shaking. 

The cars drive nose-to-bumper, nudg- 
ing each other, sidling into lanes, some- 
times squeezing through, most often get- 
ting squeezed back in. Mishaps can create 
an advantage. In the final truck-division 
race, a series of wipeouts and crashes 
opens the track to Casper, he spins 
around the track and soon rolls into Vic- 
tory Lane. 

It is getting dark. In Bobby LeClerc’s 
Sportsman-division race, the mishaps work

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against him. Two cars burn out, slowing the 
race until tow trucks can rescue them. 
The remaining cars rumble around the 
track patiently under a yellow flag. The 
race will be stopped several times, and the 
pit chiefs will go out onto the track, halt- 
ing some, letting others pass, rearranging 
them. Numbers 91 and 31 spin out; an- 
other car crashes into the wall under the 
flag stand. Frustrated, LeClerc bangs his 
car into number 45 ahead of him. Rob 
Murray, number eight, squeezes him out 
of the field. 

“We coulda fuckin’ had it,” LeClerc 
says to one of his crew afterward. He has 
unzipped his jumpsuit and is pouring 
sweat. “He kept drivin’ into me.” 

In the background, the National Anthem 
screeches from-the PA. A truck is circling 
the track, parading our country’s flag from a 
pole stuck in its window. 

“You got into oil,” one of Mr. LeClerc’s 
crew says. “You’re junk when you get into 
oil.” 

“How'd the car feel?” asks another. 

As winner Rob Murray cruises over to 
Victory Lane, a figure yells at him from 
the darkness and gives him the finger: 
“Cheat! You fuckin’ pussy!” The taunt 
doesn’t sound vicious so much as juvenile, 
a promise of gossip and small-time retri- 
bution. If, as Ken Casper says, the pit is 
like a family, then the Seekonk Speed- 
way’s adolescent atmosphere may be a 
symptom of its infighting and claustro- 
phobia. But as in any family, a stunned 
and mysterious love, if not for its mem- 
bers then for a shared purpose, keeps it 
going. 

In Ray Lee’s race, the Pro Stock cars 
swoop around the track with an iron 
grace, as though set into greased tracks. 
There are few mishaps, and Lee’s un- 
adorned car is stuck in the pack. He 
points it into the inside lane. He can’t find 
an opening. 

At the weighing station, a dismal cin- 
derblock box outside the pit where cars 
line up after races, Lee waits his turn 
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WHEN asked how long he has been 
racing, Ray Lee answers, “Eons.” 


to be weighed. Dust the cars have 
stirred up from the gravel outside the 
Speedway swirls into the deep blue 
night sky. 

“Couldn’t get around that 66,” Lee 
says to Manchester, his engineer. He 
smokes a cigarette and stares straight out 
the window. 

Manchester looks around, apparently at 
a loss for words. 

Finally, he says, “How did it feel?” 

“Fine,” Lee says, cocking his head 
minutely, perhaps catching a note of hope. 
“Just fine.”

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Audubon Circle 


Delicious grilled food and a 
setting you can enjoy all night

he first time I visited 

Audubon Circle, a well- 

groomed bar just over 

the Mass Pike from Ken- 

more Square, I was 
stoppping in for a quick drink before a 
dinner at the nearby Brookline branch 
of the Elephant Walk. I stayed for no 
more than a beer, maybe two, but I 
couldn’t help wondering, as my confr- 
eres of the evening yielded one by one 
to the temptation of the little menu on 
our table, if the food was really as 
good as it looked. 

Omens were promising: I knew 
Audubon Circle was the new project 
from Matt Curtis and Chris Lutes, whose 
first bar is Cambridge’s Miracle of Sci- 
ence, the techie Central Square hangout 
that (I’m convinced) is one of the best 
bars in the world for a casual meal. The 
clean, spare interior of the new place 
suggests that the owners know it’s the 
90s, by which I mean they aren’t about 
to burden you with snobby service or 
cranked-up music or frivolous ingredi- 
ents. The restrooms are gorgeous, if that 
matters. And, especially promising in the 
summertime, almost everything on the 
menu is grilled. 

The décor and the menu are nicely 
tuned to each other: the room is intense- 
ly stylish — spare without being cold — 
with walls of dark-grained padauk wood 
and whitewashed brick. Tabletops are 
heavy squares of matte- 
black slate, an effect at 
once earthy and urbane. 
The list of beers on tap is 
short and designed to push 
the buttons of most 
beerophiles (Ipswich light 
ale, Sierra Nevada pale, 
Pilsner Urquell and a few 
more, all $3.50.) The wine 
list has five reds and four 
whites; I stuck mostly to 
my Ipswich, but we did 
once try the Firestone Mer- 
lot ($4.50), which was full 
and pleasant. 

On the menu, the occa- 
sional offbeat ingredient 
might sneak in — cumin, 
bresaola, chipotle — but 
the overall impression is 
still one of relative simplici- 
ty. Almost everything on the short menu 
(physically tiny, too, about half the size of 
this column) is grilled. Not charbroiled, 
not dunked in barbecue sauce, just 
quickly seared and delivered to the table 
with remarkable speed. 

Even the bread is grilled, at least in 
the appetizer of bread with white-bean 
paste ($3). The broad slices from a 
thick French loaf are turned into a ter- 
rific kind of toast, over which you 
spread a plain but quite appealing purée 
of white beans, salt, and garlic. The 
quesadillas ($5.50) also get a turn on 
the grill. They’re not too big, but still a 
good size for an appetizer or a light 
lunch. One is made with blue corn and 
one with white. Each is just a pair of 
tortillas slapped together with some 
cheese in the middle, and_a red-chile 
salsa for dipping. This is What I always 
got back home in California when I or- 
dered a quesadilla, unlike the giant 
pseudo-pizzas that a lot of nominally 
Mexican places now turn out. 

The crowd at Audubon is thin during 
lunch and dinner, but picks up as the 
evening moves on. Those who show up 
primarily to eat are a mixed group: the

expected mid-twentysomethings, of 
course, but also older couples and even, 
once, embarked on some woeful team 
orientation project, a gaggle of business- 
people in mufti. 

I saw a couple of them fumbling with 
the Asian potstickers ($5), which arrive 
in a cute (or maybe cutesy) Chinese take- 
out carton, tossed with red bell peppers, 
water chestnuts, green onions, and a fili- 
greed slice of lotus root on top. These are 
a lighter version of the big, doughy 
Peking ravioli one sees at local Chinese 
restaurants. They’re seared on the grid- 
dle, and have a nice thin skin and finely 
textured pork filling. 

Audubon’s take on the ubiquitous 
chicken salad is a plate of mesclun tossed 
with a cilantro-citrus vinaigrette, overlaid 
with slices of the moistest grilled chicken 
I’ve had in ages, and topped with a few 
sundried cranberries and a handful of | 
puffed-up toasted pumpkin seeds ($6). | 

The grill works to maximum effect on 
a dish like the tuna ($12). This comes 
with banana salsa, which sounds like a 
bad New-Mex gag but turns out to be 
quite pleasant, with ginger, cilantro, | 
and red pepper working with the ba- 
nana to provide a zingy tropical 
counterpoint to the gorgeously seared 
tuna steak, which came every bit as rare | 


as I’d ordered it. Coiled around the | 


perimeter of the plate are spectacularly 
long green beans, and under the tuna is 
a fried scallion pancake. 

The crucial item on any bar menu is, 
of course, the basic burger. I ordered the 
the cheddar cheeseburger | 
($6 — the cheese-free 
version is $5.50). It’s a 
big, meaty winner, with at 
least a third of a pound of 
beef dripping onto a gen- 
erous half-dome of a bun, 
but the real fun here is in 
the extras. The ketchup, 
which comes in a little 
side dish, is made fresh 
with tomatoes and smoky 
chipotle peppers for a 
half-barbecue taste. And 
the herb-roasted red pota- 
toes on the side of the 
dish were exquisite: crisp 
and dark on the outside, 
soft and warm and almost 
gooey on the inside, fra- 
grant with parsley. (The 
potatoes and chipotle 
ketchup are also available as a side dish 
for $3.) 

Then there’s the vegetable sandwich 
($5). It’s pressed and grilled like an Ital- 
ian streetside sandwich, and filled with 
smoked cheddar cheese, ultrathin slices 
of eggplant, and roasted red pepper. The 
plate’s American twist is a variation on 
cole slaw: a toss of cabbage, red pepper, 
green onion, and cilantro bits in what 
tastes like sesame oil. 

Audubon has one dessert ($4.50): 
three scoops of Toscanini’s vanilla-bean 
ice cream on a bed of blueberries and 
halved strawberries, with two chocolate 
wafers and a sprig of mint tossed in for 
good measure. 

Bar food is always a relaxing escape 
from. the world of try-too-hard cooking. 
A night in any bar goes a long way to- 
ward reinvigorating the over-pesto’d 
palate, and a small group of bars — like 
the Miracle, or the South End’s Delux 
Café — manage to take the project to 
another level entirely, turning out punchy 
food that beats most full-service restau- 
rants at their own game. I don’t think it’s 
too early to induct Audubon Circle into 
that club. QO

STATE OF THE ART 
4 Play Pictures 


t’s no secret that the last few years have been good ones for independent 
filmmaking, or that the Boston area has been supporting an emerging 
pool of underground filmmakers. But the fact that the film industry is 
beginning to recognize and reward talents outside of Hollywood and New 
York City hasn’t necessarily made it easier for independent filmmakers to 
fund the kind of projects that help get them discovered. That’s one reason 
four Boston-area writer-directors —- Brad Anderson, Guy Benoit, Lisa Faircloth, and Hilary 
Weisman — have decided to pool their resources by forming 4 Play Pictures. This Friday they'll 
throw a benefit party to help fund their collaborative feature film 3+/-1/. 

But money, or a lack thereof, isn’t the only thing that’s brought these young filmmakers together. 
As Weisman explains, “Brad [Anderson] approached me last fall about forming a collective. He was 
looking for a way to encourage filmmaking in Boston. So we called up all the people we had worked 
with on previous projects and we ended up with the four of us. We want to put Boston on the map 
by trying to do what Sub Pop did for Seattle.” 

Each of the four filmmakers had already written, directed, and produced his or her own low-bud- 
get films. Anderson even had The Darien Gap accepted by the Sundance Film Festival. But they 
decided it would be a challenge to collaborate on a feature-length project. 

“We all went home on our own and wrote scenes,” Weisman explains. “When we got back togeth- 
er we each had these stories that were different but that all seemed to work together without us hav- 


The plan for 3+/-1/ is that each filmmaker will direct his or her own segment, a la last year’s Four 
Rooms. Anderson’s story of a dull-minded gardener who may or may not be a serial killer begins and 
ends the film. (Inspired by the Martin Amis novel Time’s Arrow, it’s shot entirely in reverse motion.) 
Benoit’s “Stone Dead Gary” chronicles the cross-country drive of five guys in a van who just happen 
to find the victim of a serial killer in a gas-station bathroom. A 21-year-old student tries to use psy- 
cho-kinetic powers to attract one of three men in Faircloth’s “Symptoms of a Modern Obsession.” And 
Weisman’s “Restraining Order” is a farce about a porn star named Honey and her ex-husband Lance. 

“I think it’s actually going to end up being more like Robert Altman’s Short Cuts than Four Rooms,” 
explains Weisman. “All of the stories are connected by more than just location. In fact, there’s one 
scene that has everybody’s character in it. We still haven’t decided who’s going to shoot that one. | 
think we might have to arm-wrestle for it.”

Collaborating with composer Pauline Oliveros, 
Josa-Jones has created what she describes as “a 
dance that is really as much a piece of theater as 
it is dance. It’s about how we experience our 
ancestors in the present and the way in which we 
embody those memories.” 

Drawing on the Mexican ancestral celebration 
Dia de los Muertes (Day of the Dead,) as well as 
Mexican folkloric dance and some of Josa- 
Jones's older works (a process she terms 
“ghosting,” where the movement is tattered, 
frayed, and reworked into an unrecognizable 
entity), ghostdance is a binational work. Of the 
12 dancers, half are from Monterey, Mexico. 
The other six are from Josa-Jones’s Boston 
company, and the two groups will not meet until 
the day before the world premiere, August 27 in 
Washington, DC. 

Ghostdance was commissioned by Lincoln 
Center’s “QOut-of-Doors” series and _ the 
US/Mexico Fund for Culture in Mexico City, 
which gives performing-arts and scholarly grants 
to collaborative projects between the two coun- 
tries. “I developed the movements both here and 
in Mexico,” Josa-Jones says. “I'd work in

That, and the fact that she and her new 
spouse are virtual strangers to each other. 
Among the skeletons in Mickey’s closet 
are Heather (an exuberantly malign and 
seductive Cameron Diaz), his ex-wife 
from whom he split after what he and his 
family ruefully refer to as “the hairy-ass 
incident.” Mickey’s feelings about 
Heather are still unresolved; the only 
thing he’s sure of is that he wants his TV 
back. Neither would he be happy to learn 
that Francis has been sleeping with her 
for several months, cheating on his own 
long-suffering, sex-starved wife, Rene 
(Jennifer Aniston). 

The consequent confrontations and 
evasions are orchestrated by Burns with 
dour effervescence and artful misdirec- 
tion, weaving an elegantly plotted roman- 
tic tragi-comedy that delights in the de- 
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grant, and his flair for such boozy bro- 
mides as “You’ve got to do what makes 
you happy first,” you don’t have to look 
far for the key to the brothers’ pathology. 

So it’s regrettable that Burns doesn’t 
delve very deeply into this Celtic twilight 
of twisted feelings and familial treacheries 
— the film’s sleekness is dangerously 
close to being glib. There were laughs 
aplenty in McMullen, but there were mo- 
ments that stung and troubled as well, as 
when Burns toasts his late dad as “every- 
body’s favorite wife-beating, alcoholic fa- 
ther.” Everybody gets off relatively easy 


in She’s the One, where the ultimate re- | 
sponse to any enormity is a shrug, a wry 
half-smile, or a quick one-liner.

There are only two brothers this time, 
and they are, of course, polar and com- 
plementary opposites.

“Certainly the backdrop of both films is autobiographi- 
cal,” he admits. “But not many of the specifics in either 
film have come from my own life. My dad jokes that the 
world must have this bizarre impression of him — you 
know, the wife-beating alcoholic. But I think I’m just ter- 
rified to write a father character that’s close to my dad, 
so I try and go as far away so he doesn’t see anything in 
there. I don’t want the film to end and him nodding, so, 
that’s what you think of me.” 

And his mother? In She’s the One Mrs. Fitzpatrick is 
sometimes referred to but is never present. Is Burns by this

motherhood, or women in general? 

“This started, really, out of laziness,” he explains. “I was 
writing the screenplay and I didn’t know who the mother 
was. I thought, I'll come back to her when I figure out who 
she is. But you felt her, you got a sense of who she is with- 
out her presence in the house. 

“So on page 75 I start to write a scene with her. What, 
am I going to introduce the mother the last 10 minutes of 
the movie? I had to make a decision there. Do I go back

and put the mother in the film, or do I leave her out en- 
tirely? And I thought about Mahoney’s character, Mr. 
Fitz, and I thought it would probably make more sense to 
leave her out because it’s this guy’s problem. The woman 
lives in this house and he doesn’t see her. It goes back to 
the advice he gives his sons: you gotta do what makes you 
happy first. So that was my decision — which started out 
as laziness — just to leave her out. And we saved some 
money in the budget, too.” 

Actually, Burns’s mother is in the picture — in one of its 
cheapest and funniest sight gags. “It was the rocking cab 
scene. The woman with the dog who looks in the window, 
that’s mom, and I almost cut her out. I just didn’t think it 
was funny. I told her, mom, you didn’t make it. I had to cut 
the scene. But we decided we'll do one screening and see if 
it catches a laugh. Everyone laughed at it, so mom’s back 
in, but I haven’t told her yet. "Cause I want to surprise her 
at the premiere.” 

This matter with his parents clarified, what of his feelings 
about the other issues raised in his films? Most notably, 
women: does he feel that being raised an Irish-Catholic 
dooms one to eternal romantic haplessness? 

“Well, it does certainly for the characters I have writ- 
ten about,” he says, adding, perhaps with irony, “but it 
hasn’t affected me at all. I must say, though, that it’s def- 
initely harder for me writing female characters than writ- 
ing the guys. But I actually prefer writing female charac- 


ters, and my next film has my first female protagonist. I 
like the challenge. 

“You constantly hear actresses saying there aren’t any 
good roles out there for women. Granted, both my films 
have been about men, and are from a male point of view. 
But I think the women in them were real characters. None 
are victims, none are getting saved by the hero. Yes, they 
are supporting players, but I think they’re all strong, inde- 
pendent women. Whether or not you agree with their deci- 
sions or the way they choose to live their life, they are okay 
with it. You know they don’t make any compromises; we 
know what they want and they do it. The men are sort of 
the buffoons in both films. The women force them to be- 
come a man and make a decision.” 

Although he acknowledges he’s got a lot to learn about 
women, Burns is a willing student, and among his teachers 
are the bright and talented actresses he casts in his film. 
Cameron Diaz, for example, took the stereotypical role of 
Heather and transformed her into one of the screen’s more 
appealing femmes fatales. 

“A lot of other actresses didn’t understand who the 
character was,” Burns notes about his choice of Diaz for 
the role. “And part of it was my fault. In the original draft 
of the script she was very one-noted. So a lot of the ap- 
proaches were a kind of Marilyn Monroe thing, and that 
wasn't at all what I wanted. Cameron said, ‘How do you 
feel about trying to make this character a little bit more 
honest? Here’s a girl who hooked in college to pay for her 
tuition, she’s running after her ex-fiancé’s brother; she’s a 
screwed-up girl — let’s see a little of that pain or vulnera- 
bility.’ So I went back and we rewrote the part. And I 
think it’s definitely a much more complex character then 
originally scripted.”

Percy has an uphill battle in winning 
over the hostile town, not just because of 
her criminal record, but also because 
she’s an Appalachian hillbilly in Yankee 
territory and a seeker of opportunity in 
an economically depressed area. At first, 
she’s nearly as paranoid about the locals 
as they are about her, refusing to dis- 
close the reason for her imprisonment to 
anyone, even the nice young man (Kier- 
an Mulroney) who courts her. She’s 
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frustrated in her attempts to divine the 
painful secret that Hannah keeps close 
to the vest, and to befriend the area’s 
most reclusive resident, a forest hermit 
for whom Hannah leaves canned goods 
each night. 

Yet Percy’s optimism manages to 
transform not just Hannah and Shelby 
but ultimately the whole town. Even 
more, thanks to her idea to help Hannah 
sell the grill by raffling it off in an essay 
contest. The plan is to get thousands of 
people to send in $100 and an essay on 
why they should get the grill, with the 
winning writer awarded the deed to the 
diner. That is, Percy encourages untold 
numbers of people to make the same leap 
of faith she did. 

All this may seem sloppy and senti- 
mental, but it’s not. Percy’s hopefulness 
is hard-won and all the more striking 
given the dark past from which it 
springs. There’s no Cinderella-transfor- 
mation-by-makeover scene; former 
model Elliott remains resolutely gawky 
and unglamorous. The rest of the 
town’s revitalization is similarly ugly 
and is accomplished only after more 
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typical human pettiness and fear result 
in ruinous tragedy. There’s a shocking 
climax of the sort that a big-budget, 
feel-good Hollywood movie would never 
have dared. Spitfire was financed by | 
Gregory Productions, a company affili- 
ated with the Catholic Church, but aside 
from the name Gilead (as in “balm 
in... ”) and a couple of scenes inside 
an empty Protestant church, there are 
no overt religious references. (There are 
a few words from Burstyn, doing a salty 
Katharine Hepburn turn, that are cer- | 
tainly not in the catechism.) The film’s | 
theme of redemption is universal and 
non-sectarian. 

Zlotoff’s narrative does rely too heavily 
on suppressed secrets that turn out to be | 
unsurprising clichés that have been over- | 
done in TV movies. Except for the 
rugged New England vistas (Vermont 
doubles for Maine), there’s nothing es- | 
pecially cinematic about Spitfire, at least 
if cinematic means out of the ordinary.

EW YORK — You wouldn’t expect Lee 
ae David Zlotoff, who created TV’s gadget-hap- 

py action series MacGyver and produced the 
action/romance series Remington Steele, to make his 
feature writing/directing debut with The Spitfire Grill, 
a car-chase-free film about three women in a small 
town in Maine. Yet Spitfire has already been a hit at 
this year’s Sundance Film Festival, winning the Audi- 
ence Award before being snapped up by Castle Rock 
distribution for a Sundance record of $10 million. 

Zlotoff knows he’s stretching. “Part of what makes 
me tick as a writer and a director is looking for things 
I haven’t done before, challenges, things that scare me 
a little bit. | had an opportunity to do a character-driv- 
en drama, and | thought, “Why not try to create really 
credible, convincing women characters?’ Also, the ten- 
dency in Hollywood is to pigeonhole people, and that’s 
nonsense. And there’s this PC nonsense that says that 
only women can write about women, and only African- 
Americans can write about African-Americans. I 
thought the whole point of a creative endeavor like this 
was to look for the universality in the human spirit, not 
divvy it off.” 

Zlotoff set his initially gray story in New England be- 
cause he “wanted a place in the country whose time 
had come and gone. I wanted, without explaining it a 
lot, for people to sense that it was a depressed area. 
The Northeast, since the end of the Industrial Age, has

Vermont’s pretty de- 
pressed these days. It’s so beautiful, but there’s just not 
a lot of new energy.” 

Burstyn, whose very first job was as a waitress and 
short-order cook, had a particular Yankee in mind as 
an inspiration for her character. “I spent a month on 
the coast of Maine 35 years ago. I met a wonderful 
couple called the Walls. His name was Forrest Wall, 
and she was Pearl Wall. They grew Christmas trees 
and were lobster fishermen. She had a wood-burning 
stove in her kitchen. She also had a regular gas stove. | 
asked her, “Why do you keep the wood-burning stove?’ 
And she said, ‘Well, I use the wood-burning stove for 
baking. You can control the heat more.’ “You can con- 
trol the heat by stoking a stove with wood more than 
with a dial?’ ‘Oh yes.’ So I always treasured those peo- 
ple.

“We wanted someone the 
audience wouldn’t walk in with preconceived notions 
about, in order to make the character that much more 
convincing.” 

Elliott's first acting role, which she took on as a lark 
in high school (“Anybody who signed up for the play 
got to be in it”), was also a girl in prison. Yet she 
turned that high-school play into a Method-acting ex- 
perience, doing the same kind of journalistic research 
she would later employ for Spitfire Grill. 

“I had actually visited a prison for that high-school 
play. I visited the Ventura County youth prison for the 
day and was in there with some pretty hardcore, 
tough-situation young people.” 

Burstyn says she was pleased to find a script so “rich 
in texture,” something that seldom crosses the 63- 
year-old actress’s desk these days. 

“As far as features go, we’re in a funny period right 
now with all these special effects, explosions, blood, 
and guts. That’s why I hope Spitfire is a success and 
that it encourages the studios to make more people 
films again, like they used to.”

most part the brutality of the street. 

Bobby, however, is a different story. 
Prone to nightmares about his own (or is 
it his father’s?) death, he explodes into 
lethal pranks. He dumps all the fish food 
into the bowl, killing Lex’s only pet, and 
later in fit of directionless rage will pound 
the skeleton to fragments with a hammer. 
Predictably, the allure of joining the local 
gang, the Glen, is irresistible. Part of the 
appeal is its head, Charlie Sloan (Garry 
Sweeney), a dapper art fancier (he buys 
one of Alan’s drawings) and sociopath. 
Soon Bobby is out dashing past burning 
trashcans in the night, knocking the shit 
out of members of the rival Tongs gang 
with a three-foot spanner (he has a flair 
for oversized hardware). 

Bobby has a good heart, however. Eager 
to reconcile himself with Lex, he gives the 
boy an air pistol. That gift is the means by 
which Lex is drawn into the gangs: the first 
time he fires the gun he hits Tongs chieftain 
Malky Johnson (Kevin McKidd), a vicious 
psycho with no claims to culture. For pro- 
tection, Lex appeals to Sloan and the Glen. 

The resulting tale of fraternal bonds and 
betrayals set against the fanciful and primi- 
tive background of tribal warfare emerges 
somewhat murkily, propelled not so much 
by skillful narrative as by the poetry of the 
images, the intensity of the acting, and the 
archetypal emotions that underlie the 
whole. Robertson’s Lex triumphs in the all- 
too-easily abused role of the adolescent 
falling headlong from innocence to inexpe- 
rience. Duffy’s Bobby is scary and heart- 
breaking in his depiction of uncomprehend- 
ed passion and pain. As Alan, McFadden is 
appropriately neutral and self-centered. 

The only problem with these actors is

that they look so much alike. It makes the 
early going hard to follow, and the dense 
Glaswegian accents don’t help much. 
MacKinnon can be a little stingy or 
oblique with information. For example, 
during an early party scene it takes a while 
to grasp that Andrew (Ian McElhinney) is 
the boys’ uncle, not their father, that their 
mother (Clare Higgins) is a widow, and 
that essentially Andrew is making moves 
on his dead brother’s wife. 

Then again, there are so many other 
things going on in that scene that you 
can’t blame MacKinnon for underplaying 
one of them. It’s an example of his knack 
for subtly changing the tone of a moment 
from levity to suspense to utter outrage. As 
his family and neighbors chit-chat and 
reminisce, Lex has been playing that old 
boyish trick of secretly swiping sips from 
his elders’ glasses. His growing, goofy ine- 


briation seems funny until something be- 
hind his eyes is tripped and he flies into a 
murderous rage at Bobby. 

At its most powerful, though, Small 
Faces goes beyond narrative and drama to 
attain the stasis and sublimity of poetry. A 
painter, MacKinnon clearly finds his inspi- 
ration in the exact and ineffable image, 
and there are plenty in this film, from the 
haunting emblem of the opening onward. 
Perhaps the most beautiful and terrible is a 
scene in which a pleasant skating party 
ends with a man getting stabbed to death. 
From high above we see the dead man 
dragged across the white plane of the rink, 
his blood crossing the ice like a brush 


stroke. A cut is made to Lex’s face — it |

FLIRT 


Hal Hartley may or may not be aware of it, 
but the dialogue in his films provides their 
most devastating critiques. Take a line 
from his most recent low-concept endeav- 
or, Flirt, which replays the same slight ro- 
mantic anecdote in three different cities 
with the players juggled in terms of gen- 
der, occupation, and sexual orientation. 
“Your problems,” is one of the thrice-re- 
peated gnomisms, “are trivial.” Even for a 
Hartley film, the problems — artistic and 
personal — explored here are trivial and 
irritating. It’s a mere flirtation of a movie, 
schematic, coy, and empty. 

In each scenario the title character is a 
shallow seducer facing a romantic cross- 
road. One lover is leaving town, challenging 
him/her to commit; another potential lover 
is leaving his/her partner, presenting an op- 
portunity for a new relationship. The end- 
ing is a literal loss of face. This feeble fable 
is reprised with almost identical dialogue in 
New York, Berlin, and Tokyo, and you re- 
ally start to cringe when lines like “to flirt is 
to exist in ambiguity” drop for the third 
time. With Hartley and the film itself mak- 
ing a cameo at the end, Flirt is not so much 
self-reflection as self-abuse. “This film will 
fail,” one character observes, “but it will be 


an interesting failure.” Well, he’s half right.

plays, lay the 125,000 feet of car- 
peting, and connect the 1200 
fiber-optic and 1000 theatrical 
lights. Then there’s security, 
movers, and countless supervisors, 
all working to achieve what seem 
mutually exclusive goals of speed 
and safety. Watching the event be- 
ing set up in Providence is like 
watching finely choreographed 
chaos: yelled directions, crackling 
radios, and the beeping of forklifts 
fill the air. Bustling bodies, some 
wielding cumbersome partitions or 


on whatever mission, miraculously avoid 
collision. 

Jeff Brodie, the exhibition’s cultural co- 
ordinator, and the person who leads me 
gingerly through this manic activity, has 
been responsible for deciding which trea- 
sures would be included in the tour and so 
has presided over some very delicate nego- 
tiations. He has also been charged with 
coordinating the layout of the exhibition, a 
task whose labyrinthian possibilities must 
have caused many a migraine. Eventually a 
trio of organizational themes was decided 
upon: “Discovering,” “Imagining,” and 
“Remembering.” Mr. Brodie assures me 
that this past year has been the longest of 
his life; as the tour wears on, life promises 
to become even more grueling. 

Still, walking into the exhibition hall, all 
100,000 square feet of it, confirms that 
Heyman’s idea was indeed a stroke of ge- 
nius, and that this tour has been too long 
coming, even for those who might be reg- 
ular Smithsonian visitors. The centerpiece 
in the main hall is a mint-condition, silver- 
tan 1948 Tucker Sedan (one of only 39 
produced) that was donated to the Smith- 
sonian by the US Marshal’s office, which 
had seized it in a foreclosure. This bizarre

blend of classic auto design and futuristic 
fancy is lovely to look at. The first car to 
be fitted with seatbelts, it boasts other 
more short-lived safety innovations, like a 
center headlamp that points in the direc- 
tion the steering wheel is turned, and a 
crawl space under the dashboard to be 
used in the event of a crash. 

Turning away from the Tucker and back 
towards the hall’s entrance, you might be 
jolted by the sight of Henry Moore’s 
Draped Reclining Figure, a massive bronze 
sculpture completed in 1953. Seeing the 
Tucker and the Moore side by side, 
two disparate products of human 
endeavor that arouse similar feel- 
ings, you’re struck by the way the 
distinction between art and industry 
blurs. Also in the main hall are 
George Washington’s battle sword, 
the forlorn-looking hat supposedly 
worn by Abraham Lincoln the night 
of his assassination, and a fully op- 
erational carousel (rides are $2 a 
pop), to name a few. 

Intriguing juxtapositions occur 
throughout the exhibition, and you 
can only marvel at the inventive- 
ness and sensitivity of the planning. 
In “Discovering” you'll come 
across the Canyon Diablo mete- 
orite (yes, the public is permitted to 
touch it), which crash-landed in 
Arizona; it’s about 4.5 billion years 
old. A few paces on is a dazzling 
display of butterflies, including 
America’s own monarch, The an- 
tiquity and bulk of the meteorite in- 
creases your appreciation of the 
delicacy and brevity of the butter- 
fly. The meteorite looks like noth- 
ing more than a large rock; what 
gives it meaning is our knowledge 
of its fantastic history and rarity. 
Whereas the monarch, a common 
enough species, moves us by its 
beauty. It is wonderfully invigorat- 
ing, as anyone who enjoys poetry 
will tell you, to have the emotions 
and the intellect engaged simulta- 
neously. 

One of the most touching sec- 
tions of the exhibition is the pas- 
sage from the Wright Brothers’ 
“Vin Fiz” aircraft, which made the 
first transcontinental flight across 
the US back in 1911, to the Apollo 
14 command module, which in 
1971, a mere GO years later, 
brought Alan Sucpard, Stuart 
Roosa, and Edgar Mitchell sateiy 
back from the moon. The “Vin Fiz” 
is an endearingly rickety contrap- 
tion, and the advertisement for a 
grape drink plastered upon the un- 
derside of its wings seems a more 
innocent incarnation of the insipid 
late-20th-century tradition. You 
learn that the low-flying plane’s pi- 
lot, Perry Rodgers, had to make 70 
stops during his 84-day flight, of- 
ten crash-landing; you learn that he 
perished in a plane crash four 
months after completing the flight. 


Moments later, perhaps still thinking of 
Rodgers, you come across the conical 
command module and see the burns 
seared into its underside as it re-entered 
earth’s atmosphere. You see the jumpsuit 
of Amelia Earhart, Chuck Yeager’s flight 
jacket, and somehow the heart swells at 
the thought of all this mad bravery. You 
see a space suit, moon dust still visible on 
the knees and elbows. You see the map 
used by astronauts for moon landings, its 
utilitarian simplicity bringing to mind the 
long tradition of exploration rather than 
facile images of Mission Control. You see 
the Vanguard | satellite, the first US satel- 
lite to orbit the earth; it’s hardly bigger 
than a grapefruit. So much for the Ameri- 
can fallacy that scale and magnitude are 
the same thing. 

“Imagining” brings a series of artworks 
arranged in a way that often delights with 
its thematic subtleties. Picasso’s Cubist 
study Head hangs beside Elizabeth 
Catlett’s African-inspired abstract sculp- 
ture Singing Head — one questioning our 
perception of the world, the other of our- 
selves. Similarly with Georgia O’Keeffe’s 
bleached landscape, Soft Grade, Alcade 
Hill, and Thomas Moran’s sublime, ro- 
mantic Mist in Kanab Canyon: each re- 
flects the perspective of a historical mo- 
ment. An Iranian ewer dating back to AD 
500-700 is placed beside a Ralph Bacerra 
teapot from 1989 — worlds apart but 
sharing an exuberance that speaks of the 
universality of artistic expression. As do 
the equally uncomfortable-looking Frank 
Lloyd Wright and Zairean Chief's chairs. 

Finally, in “Remembering,” items rang- 
ing from the whimsical — Kermit the 
Frog, the ruby slippers worn by Judy Gar- 
land in The Wizard of Oz — jostle with the 
historically profound, such as the furniture 
used by Robert E. Lee and Ulysses S. 
Grant to sign the terms of surrender at 
Appomattox, and the somber photographs 
of Abraham Lincoln and Martin Luther 
King, both taken shortly before the men 
were murdered. Among all these historic 
memorabilia, however, are artifacts of the 
everyday, reminding us that the real Amer- 
ica consists of the delicate patterns of un- 
celebrated, ordinary lives. To stand and 
look at these personal items is a touching 
moment, one among many. 

One cannot speak of the Smithsonian 
without becoming overwhelmed by num- 
bers, and I cannot possibly relate the vast 
scope of “America’s Smithsonian” here. 
You might see finer art at an art museum, 
more-impressive spacecraft at an aeronau- 
tical musc."™- and rarer specimens of bee- 
tle at a museum of natura. "Story; wnes 5 
impressive about this exhibition is the mu: 
titude of thoughts and emotions it stirs up. 
“America’s Smithsonian” offers a little of 
everything, and in this respect it's like 
America itself — a bit muddled, its diver- 
gent voices verging on the cacophonous, 
but with a range of references and experi- 
ences you wouldn't find anywhere else. QO

lassic American realism, 
particularly Tennessee 
Williams, has always 
been a staple at the 
Williamstown Theater 
| Festival. This summer started with 
| Williams’s The Milk Train Doesn’t Stop 
| Here Anymore; then came a revival of one 
| Arthur Miller play and the American pre- 
| miere of another. Now, thanks in part to 
| Joanne Woodward, Clifford Odets is final- 
| ly getting his due in this most bucolic cor- 
| ner of Massachusetts. Woodward directed 
| Golden Boy two seasons ago; this summer 
| she returns to close the season on WTF’s 
| smaller Other Stage with a sterling pro- 

duction of Rocket to the Moon. Can Awake 
| and Sing or Paradise Lost be far behind? 

In the 1930s, Broadway belonged to 
Odets and his earnest off-the-street char- 

| acters. For them, chasing rainbows begins 
with a money-back guarantee: live right, 
work hard, and your dreams will come 
true. Too often, they skip the fine print 
that reads “Life ain’t fair” and eventually 
find themselves lying awake at night in a 
city of broken dreams, uncertain whether 
to swallow the bile of their bitter disap- 
pointment or spit it in somebody’s face. 
Still, the faint glow of their once-ebullient 
optimism shines through, and this helps to 
make them, in the best instances, heroic in 
a peculiarly Depression-era way. 

First produced on Broadway by the 
Group Theatre in 1938 under the direc- 
tion of Harold Clurman, Rocket to the 
Moon is vintage Odets. The play takes 
place one long, hot summer in the mid- 
town Manhattan office of dentist Ben 
Stark, a middle-aged man who has come 
to a crossroads in life that feels to him like 
a dead end. He is so ruthlessly henpecked 
by his wife that he can barely cross the 
room without her permission. This makes 
him less than susceptible to the charms of 
Cleo Singer, his young, perky receptionist, 
who dreams of being a Broadway hoofer. 
But those charms, especially as rendered 
by Marisa Tomei, have an innocert -.~ 

nce that will not be 4-~" ge po 
ante . - weited. By the end of 
the sevund act, the smoldering attraction 
between them has erupted in passion, leav- 
ing Ben with a big third-act decision. 
Woodward’s staging is skillful and sure- 
handed, schematic at moments but more 
often full of detail that adds nuance to a 
character or enriches a sequence in the 
script. She is not afraid to let the play take 
its time, starting each act with a long 
tableau and ending each one with a slow 
| fade. She presents the characters as so 
| dulled by the summer heat and burdened 


degree of languor prevails, even when they 
fight against it. 

The only one with a chance in that fight 
is Cleo. Woodward’s direction and 
Tomei’s effervescent presence shift the 
play away from Ben and make Cleo the 
real center of the WTF production. 
Tomei’s Cleo is a force of nature, part Eve 
and part serpent, Betty Boop one moment 
and Bette Davis the next. Her subtly com- 
manding performance preserves Cleo’s es- 
sential goodness while making her a 
strong, determined woman. All the men in 
the play fall in love with Cleo and the shot 
at redemption she represents. As needy 
and ambitious as she is, she emerges 
unattached and uncompromised. 

As Ben Stark, Reg Rogers is “helpless- 
ness personified,” as one character de- 
scribes him. He so lacks confidence that 
he won’t let himself toss a wad of paper at 
a wastebasket 10 feet away. With arms 
clutching his sides and pipe in mouth 
bowl-facing-down, he is the picture of an 
almost clownishly desperate man. Rogers 
earns sympathy for Ben but ends up capit- 
ulating to the character’s weakness. This 
Ben is so numb with fear at the moment of 
decision that you’re not sure why he’s un- 
able to say yes to Cleo and leave his wife. 
Once Cleo is gone and he claims to be a 
better man ready for a new beginning, it’s 
tough to know where he is going to start. 
The play ends with him sitting on the sofa 
in a posture of defeat. In Woodward's 
production, Cleo is the only one who will 
get a second chance. 

The supporting ensemble is, by and 
large, good. Julie Dretzin brings some hu- 
manity to Ben’s bitchy wife, Belle, a tough 
role as written. Nicholas Kepros projects a 
serene dignity as Stark’s father-in-law. If 
the play were a Greek tragedy, he would

be the blind prophet the hero refuses to 
heed. Jere Shea and Alex Draper play of- 
fice mates of Ben whose chief function is 
to give an Odets-eye view of the injustices 
all around. As the slimy choreographer 
ready to boost Cleo’s career, Bruce 
MacVittie is effective even when he seems 
lost on stage. 

Stephen G. Judd and Michael Brown 
provide a wonderful and artful set for 
Stark’s office, complete with water cooler 
with conical paper cups, Olivetti on the 
desk, tabletop fan with metal blades, old 
dentist’s chair, goldfish bowl, and obligato- 
ry waiting-room magazines of the period. 
A low-resolution photo image of office 
windows is stenciled in the floor, in the 
smoked-glass walls of the examination 
room, and in five angular panels suspended 
upstage. This architectural motif zigzags 
through the set, bringing the city inside 
and suggesting the vertigo of tall buildings. 

Williamstown’s larger mainstage finish- 
es its season with a revival of Eduardo de 
Filippo’s 1946 Italian comedy, Filumena, a 
star vehicle that has Sophia Loren and 
Marcello Mastroianni written all over it. In 
fact, they starred in the play’s movie adap- 
tation, Marriage, Italian Style. The WTF 
production is directed by James Naughton 
and features a smooth new translation by 
WTF veteran Maria Tucci, who stars in 
the title role. Compared to the meat-and- 
potatoes Odets, Filumena is as light and 
insubstantial as a whipped dessert.

has Sophia Loren and Marcello Mastroianni written all over it. 


When the curtain goes up on Hugh | 
Landwehr’s sumptuously designed set, | 
Don Domenico Soriano, a wealthy 
Neapolitan playboy, is slapping himself sil- 
ly, in shock from the trick that’s just been 
pulled on him. Thinking she was on her 
deathbed, he has married Filumena Mar- | 
turano, the whore who came home with 
him 25 years ago and stayed. No sooner | 
has the priest made an honest woman of | 
her than she experiences a miraculous re- | 
covery and pops out of bed to claim her | 
rights as Domenico’s wife. First among | 
these is a legitimate “name” for her three | 
bastard sons, now grown men whom she | 
has supported anonymously for years with | 
pilfered coin. As she prepares the house | 
for the “boys” to move in, Domenico 
moves to annul the marriage, but she has 
an ace up her sleeve: one of the three sons | 
is his! 

From this tangled web, de Filippo | 
weaves a fanciful and ultimately slight situ- | 
ation comedy that celebrates the in- 
domitable and feisty spirit of the archety- 
pal Italian woman Filumena embodies: | 
part madonna, part whore, all mama. | 
Oddly, given her added role as translator, 
Tucci’s Filumena is passionately one-di- 
mensional. She adopts an attitude of defi- 
ant self-righteousness at the start and pro- 
ceeds to bark most of her lines, even when | 
softer tones might have served. By the end, | 
when her tough-as-nails patina finally | 
cracks, she had long since exhausted my | 
good will. As Domenico, Tony Amendola | 
is more interesting and enjoyable. The | 
prospect of gaining a son plays on him in 
as subtle a manner as broad comedy will 
allow. He makes Domenico’s eventual ca- | 
pitulation to Filumena’s bargain less a sub- 
mission than a smart and loving choice. 
The rest of the cast is generally unremark- 
able in a spray of decidedly secondary 
roles. 

As playable as Tucci’s new translation 
is, it does not solve the curiously anti-cli- 
mactic double ending. The play consists 
mostly of a series of shouting matches be- 
tween Filumena and Domenico, which 
come to an end when each of her three 
sons finally calls him “Papa.” Now he will 
go through with the on-again, off-again 
wedding. As the happy family walk off arm 
in arm, the audience recognizes comedy’s 
orthodox end and claps conclusively, but 
de Filippo insists on one more scene. 
Alone with her ®ew pusband, her maternal 
Tasston accomplished, Filumena lets go 
and cries for the first time. Domenico cra- 
dies her and repeats the play’s now- 
mantric refrain, “A child is a child.” Now 
the play is over, but the brevity and senti- 
mentality of this last scene make it a su- 
perfluous coda. 

The pair of revivals that closes 
Williamstown’s first season under produc- 
er Michael Ritchie make it clear that 
Williamstown is back as a major theater 
force in the Berkshires. At the same time, 
they remind us that even an excellent sum- 
mer theater, especially one on the re- 
bound, must be a servant of two masters. 
Whereas Filumena is a lighthearted con- 
fection, Rocket to the Moon harks back to 
the days of serious drama on Broadway. 
Art is art and commerce is commerce, and 
rarely, anymore, shall the twain meet. QO

appily-ever-after is a sit- 
ting-duck scenario if 
ever there was one, and 
Stephen Sondheim and 
James Lapine are far 
from the first to take aim at easy pickings. 
But Into the Woods — which won 1988 
Tonys for both its book and score, as well 
as the New York Drama Critics Circle 
Award for Best Musical — doesn’t just 
fracture classic fairy tales, with their off- 
the-shelf morals and pat endings. It blows 
them to bits and merrily romps through 
the carnage, reveling in the ethical confu- 
sion that reigns in the massacre’s after- 
math. In the end, however, the musical be- 
trays its own winning cynicism. After shat- 
tering the certainties served up by the 
Brothers Grimm and their sort, it tries to 
piece together new ones, albeit the sort 
that recognize ambiguity and shades of 
gray. 

In the opening scenes, Sondheim and 
Lapine round up the usual suspects: Cin- 
derella, her nasty stepfamily, and her 
prince; Little Red Riding Hood, her ailing 
granny, and the Wolf; Rapunzel and her 
prince; and Jack of beanstalk fame, his 
mom, and a giant. Soon all are drawn into 
an intrigue undertaken by a baker and his 
barren wife at the behest of a wizened old 
witch who promises to lift the curse that’s 
left the couple childless if they will bring 
her the ingredients she needs to make a 
potion that will restore her youth and 
beauty: a red cape, a white cow, a golden 
slipper, and a lock of hair as fair as corn- 





silk. Although not without qualms, the 
baker and his mate procure the required 
items by whatever means necessary, in- 
cluding theft and subterfuge that some- 
times imperils others who have ventured 
into the woods, a dark and mysterious 
place where “anything can happen.” 

What happens isn’t always pretty. The 
wolf eats Hood and her granny (they're 
later retrieved), Rapunzel is relieved of her 
locks, and Jack robs and kills a giant to get 
the money he needs to buy his beloved 
cow back from the baker. By the end of 
the first act, however, one and all have

kay, you’ve got your

him. You’ve got your chain-link fence, 
and behind that a hoarding with a huge 
death’s head and the words FEAR CITY. 
You've got your characters dressed in 
black leather jackets and plaid shirts and 
ripped jeans. You’ve got industrial- 
strength music (with an occasional nod to 
Beethoven and Mahler) that would make 
Einstiirzende Neubauten proud. In short, 
you've got MacBeckett, or maybe Birnam 
Woodspotting. 

Dressing up Shakespeare used to be 
trendy; nowadays it’s almost de rigueur. 
You can argue that the thought patterns of 
Elizabethan England, not to mention set- 
tings as remote as 11th-century Scotland, 
are so distant from ours, some sort of vi- 
sual cueing is needed to bridge the gap. 
Actually the Bard’s romantic comedies — 
the likes of Much Ado About Nothing, or 
The Taming of the Shrew, or A Midsum- 
mer Night’s Dream (which was presented 
here outdoors last month by Common- 
wealth Shakespeare) — have proved 
themselves the ancestors of the TV sit- 
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achieved their hearts’ desire and seem set 
to live happily ever after. 

But there is hell to pay, and it’s paid in 
full when the second act unfolds. As it 
turns out, the handsome princes are fickle 
lads who soon tire of their new spouses 
and become infatuated with Snow White. 
In addition, the long-awaited baby proves 
more than the baker can handle, and his 
wife succumbs to the charms of Cinderel- 
la’s randy prince. Worse, the giant whom 
Jack killed has an equally gigantic wife 
who dearly loved her husband and is de- 
termined to avenge his death. As she 
stomps through the kingdom looking for 
the murderer, she smashes all their homes 
and several key characters, including the 
narrator, the baker’s wife, and Hood's 
mother. Faces with the prospect of contin- 
ued devastation unless they relinquish 
Jack, the desperate survivors opt to kill the 
vengeful giant even though they agree she 
has a legitimate beef. 

Up until the final murder, Into the 
Woods is a delight, an expertly blended 
mix of inspired silliness, caustic commen- 
tary, and edgewise warnings about the 
dangers of recklessly pursuing ill-consid- 
ered dreams. But at the very end, it turns 
deadly earnest and degenerates into sappy 
and largely nonsensical platitudes: “You

com and so flow into our modern sensibil- 
ity without much difficulty. It’s the 
tragedies — where Shakespeare asks us to 
ponder not just the nature of love but the 
nature of existence — that confound us 
with their big ideas. 

Certainly that’s true of the Bard’s Scot- 
tish play, which centers on the three witch- 
es’ prediction that Macbeth will be crowned 
king: is this destiny written in the stars or 
only upon his heart? Their riddle gets swal- 
lowed up by the visual extravagances of the 
Harvard-Radcliffe Summer Theatre pro- 
duction now running in the Loeb’s Experi- 
mental Theatre: the witches’ long white 
dresses and, later, halter tops and spandex; 
the band T-shirts and baseball caps turned 
backwards; the child playing with a rubber 
pterodactyl and then Bert and Ernie pup- 
pets. Lines meant to promote reflection — 
“Is this a dagger, which I see before me”; 
“What, will these hands ne’er be clean?” — 
slip by almost unnoticed. 

Adding to the confusion is director 
David R. Gammons’s decision to double- 
cast. The same actor plays murdered king 
Duncan and avenger Macduff; Lady Mac- 
beth is also one of the witches; Duncan’s 
son and successor, Malcolm, is one of Ban- 
quo’s murderers. Some interesting themat- 
ic notions emerge; but with everyone hang- 
ing out in grunge wear, it puts a mighty 
burden on the actors to keep you in touch 
with who’s who. 

Not that the acting here is a washout. 
The Demetrius and Lysander from the 
Commonwealth Midsummer — Jason 
Fisher and D’metrius Conley-Williams — 
are back, as Macbeth and Duncan/Mac- 
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are not alone”; No one leaves for good”; 
“... mind the past”; “. . . mind the fu- 
ture”; “People make mistakes.” Alas, 
Sondheim and Lapine must be counted 
among those people. 

The Publick cast isn’t above error either. 
Geoffrey Stewart looks the part of Cin- | 
derella’s prince, but his singing is flat — | 
particularly in “Agony,” which is just that. | 
Ruben Roine is muffled by his wolf mask, | 
Sean Patrick Fagan is too whiny as Jack, 
and Bob Jolly is stiff in the role of the nar- 
rator. But Susan Duprey, though she | 
speaks and sings through her nose, is ap- | 
pealingly cheeky as Little Red Riding | 
Hood. And the production boasts some | 
impressive voices — most notably those of | 
Molly Beck (Cinderella), Robin V. Allison 
(the Witch), Robert Saoud (the Baker), | 
and Maryann Zschau (the Baker’s Wife). | 
The singing is strong enough to convey 
the many fine points of Sondheim’s top- | 
drawer score, which is ably played by the | 
Publick’s small orchestra. 

Moreover, most of the acting is deft and 
energetic, director Spiro Veloudos keeps 
the pace sprightly, and the sets by Robert 
M. Russo are splendid. Into the Woods 
neither promises nor delivers “happily ever 
after.” But it does provide engaging enter- 
tainment for nearly as long as it lasts. QO 















duff, respectively. Fisher deals well with 
the challenge of delivering lines sprawled 
on the floor or lying on his back; “I dare 
do all that becomes a man/Who dares do 
more is none” has an affecting simplicity, 
and the “Tomorrow and tomorrow and 
tomorrow” soliloquy holds its own. Cheryl 
Kenan’s Lady Macbeth starts out slinky 
and sexy but quickly retreats into murder- 
ous musings; Conley-Williams’s Macduff 
is terrifyingly calm when he learns of the 
death of his wife and children. And Colin 
Stokes’s loopy, over-the-top Porter offers 
some comic relief when he invades the au- 
dience. The cast in general have the 
phrasing and the intensity, if not the 
weight, of Shakespeare’s lines (and these 
days that’s no small achievement), but ev- 
eryone is pitched so high from the start, 
there’s no way for the horror to grow, as 
Macbeth slowly realizes the little voice 
that’s been whispering in his ear is his 
own. What should be a nightmare climax 
is reduced to the exit song, Eurythmics’ 
“Sweet Dreams.” 

By then it’s about 11:15 (the produc- 
tion has an unusually late curtain, 8:30), 
so you may be ready for bed. Despite the 
distracting and reductive trappings, you'll 
have seen an intriguing and competently 
acted rendition of one of the Bard’s major 
tragedies. One word of advice: for most 
small-theater productions you can drop in 
10 minutes before curtain and get a good 
seat, but HRST engagements seem to 
have a loyal following, and the perfor- 
mance I attended last week was sold out 
well in advance. So if you plan on going, 
call first.

Pearl Jam leap into a 
spiritual quest with their latest

dd that the voice of a 

man seemingly plagued 

by neurosis and doubt 

would be a balm for our 

times. But there’s some- 
thing undeniably soothing about Eddie 
Vedder's baritone — no matter how dis- 
turbing or introspective his words. It's es- 
pecially apparent in Pearl Jam’s ballads, 
where Vedder's allowed to croon like a 
brooding Broadway star, working his cir- 
cular melodies into a kind of hypnotic 
drone that has the capacity to move the 
band’s songs into the realm of the spiritu- 
al. Yes, for a band who have, ostensibly, 
dealt in old-school heavy rock, Pearl Jam 
have a surprisingly New Age attitude; 
they're sensitive guys bearing clubs. If 
their message can’t beguile its way into 
your heart, they’re willing to soften that 
muscle with a few loud sonic blows to 
make it a little more susceptible. 

Although they haven't laid those blud- 
geons down altogether on the new No 
Code (Epic; available in stores this Tues- 
day, August 27), Pearl Jam have taken a 
deeper spin into the realm of the spirit. 
Their new single, “Who You Are,” bears 
the influence of Vedder's fascination with 
the Pakistani vocalist and musical spiritu- 
alist Nusrat Fateh Ali Khan. Vedder began 
being cited at concerts by Khan and his 
party of singers, percussionists, and 
pump-organ players early in 1995, and 
that led to a collaboration between Eddie 
and Nusrat — the song “The Face of 
Love” appeared on the soundtrack for 
Dead Man Walking (Columbia). 

“Who You Are” sways to an Eastern 
beat; it rests on a small, percussive moun- 


tain, clapping and chiming beneath the roil 
of Vedder’s chanted melody line. The lead 


guitar line picks out a simplified version of 


what in its home culture would most likely 
be a weaving musette or oud melody. The 
lyrics dabble inconclusively with faith, om- 
niscience, knowledge of the spiritual world 
via knowledge of self — the usual issues 
that float on the horizon of seekers. It’s not 
pop or rock in any commonplace sense, 
which makes Pearl Jam’s selection of the 
tune as a single laudatory. (Hell, please, 
anything that sounds different from Bush 
or No Doubt at this point is so welcome. Is 
alternative-rock radio flatter than ham- 
mered shit, or what?) And supremely evo- 
lutionary: when their debut, Ten, hit stores 
back in "91, the band sounded filtered 
through a prism lit by the auras of Black 
Sabbath and Led Zeppelin. “Who You 
Are” doesn’t jam with the speed, freedom, 
or melodic invention of Khan’s own sound, 
but that’s nitpicking. The goal here, be- 
sides making good music, is smashing cul- 
tural barriers and possibly opening up 
some listeners to more spiritual thought, or 
at least a little high-minded introspection. 
And too few people have done that since 
Marvin Gaye caught a bullet. 

Mentioning Gaye and Pearl Jam as kin- 
dred spirits isn’t such a stretch. Vedder 
seems so tightly wrapped he may never be 
capable of the naked expression that’s the 
bedrock of African-American soul music, 
but Pearl Jam have evolved in five years 
into a kind of Anglified, postmodern soul 
group. Vedder's voice sometimes ap- 
proaches the gravity of a James Carr; the 
band’s guitars embrace the past and pre- 
sent, straddling the line between blues and 
the modern-era anger and alienation of 
punk rock. Vedder's lyrics aim for the 
heart in ways most contemporary rock 


Code's Eastern flow eddies within the easi- 
ly spilling numbers more as essence than 
as form. There will be a snatch of a vocal 
done as chant. A guitar lick that’s clearly 
not from the pentatonic tradition. A sense 
of ease, relaxation — almost a tai-chi-like 
molasses fluidity to the way the arrange- 
ments live their two-to-six-minute lives. 

And there's a lot of beauty within their 
graceful architecture. It’s heard in the 
gentility of “Around the Bend,” the al- 
bum’s closing ballad. This is a lullaby with 
acoustic guitar and piano, subtle electric 
guitar occasionally hitting a shimmering 
chord and pulling the kind of major-key 
string bends usually heard in country mu- 
sic. Vedder puts his voice in the laid-back 
frame of a simple melody, intoning lines 
of comfort to a child he’s helping drift 
into sleep. With its word of comfort, it 
could also be the dialogue of a benevolent 
deity helping a humble seeker around the 
bend of death. 

Vedder lays his status as a spiritual 
quester at our feet on the first track, 
“Sometimes,” his voice mixed over the 
spare, pulsing instrumentation in a man- 
ner so naked, so dry, that every creak in 
his singing seems magnified. It’s so hu- 
man a sound that it’s awkward. We're 
conditioned by decades of recordings to 
hearing superhuman voices lacquered in 
layers of reverb and other effects. So 
something as humble and natural as this 
actually sounds wrong. But it’s absolutely 
real. And it eliminates confusion about his 
sincerity in these lyrics: “Large fingers 
pushing paint/You’re God and you got 
big hands/Colors blend/The challenges 
you give man/Seek my part/Devote my- 
self/My small self/Like a book amongst 
the many in a shelf.” 

Encountering this kind of spiritualist 
idealism on the part of one of our largest 
pop stars is encouraging; millions of peo- 
ple idolize Vedder, and at the risk of 
sounding terribly "60s, he does have the 
power to influence others to define their 
own humanity in more empathic and pos- 
sibly spiritual terms. In the days of Calvin 
Coolidge — when the US was naively 
considered to be a positive influence on 
the rest of the globe — they used to call it 
“beacon diplomacy.” Eddie as an example 
for us all? Maybe not such a bad thing. 
But for Pearl Jam, it's a big risk. The loud- 
rock genre's been defined by meatheads 
for years. The solace is that with diverse- 


odes “Sometimes” and “Who You Are” | 
with a no-man’s-land blast of punk rock, | 
its lyrics struggling with issues of love, | 


commitment, and gender. After all, 


strength is part of spiritual well-being too. | 


“Habit” also rises with the sting of punk; 
“Red Mosquito” — about the unexpected 
trials of experience — sounds as if Vedder 
were being backed by a combination of 
Cream and the Jimi Hendrix Experience, 
guitarist Mike McCready alternately mix- 
ing Clapton-style legato lines with Hendrix 
hip thrusts of space-blues power. And 
“Mankind,” a bauble with a harmonized 
vocal chorus about how we basically spend 
most of our time doing useless stuff, 
sounds catchy and poppy as any of the 
Foo Fighters’ hits. 

“I'm Open” sets its own course, Vedder 
speaking what follows as the song’s intro- 
duction: “After spending half his life 
searching/He still felt as blank as the ceil- 
ing at which he stared./He’s alive/But feels 
absolutely nothing/So is he?/When he was 
six he believed that the moon overhead fol- 
lowed him/By nine he had deciphered the 
illusion/Trading magic for fact./No trade- 
backs./So this is what it’s like to be an 
adult./If he only knew now, what he knew 


then.” And then — as the band lay down | 


textural bedrock of chiming guitars, a sub- 
tle beat, and spacy, vaguely melodic pads 
of sounds — Vedder chant-sings “I'm 
open/Come in.” Another invocation — or 
at least invitation — of the spirit. 

To say the least, No Code finds Pearl 
Jam in a strange space by the usual rock 
standards. No major artist has gone this 
far into the mystic since Van Morrison, 
and the trip turned him from a hitmaker 
into a cult figure. Is Vedder pulling away 
from the rest of the band in his spiritual 
quest? Or are they with him? Often the 
kind of questioning No Code’s lyrics im- 
ply is the product of a troubled soul. Is 
that the case here? And if so, what does 
that trouble portend for Pearl Jam's fu- 
ture? Doubtless they’re disillusioned with 
the industry that sustains them, not only 
because of their dispute with TicketMas- 
ter (which will apparently keep them 
from doing any Boston-area dates this 
fall) but because they’re smart guys who 
recognize shark-infested waters when 
they’re swimming in them. All reasons to 
seek the answers within. And in No Code, 
Vedder and company are asking the right 
questions. Q

Orans win but can’t 
pronounce their own name 


by Brett Milano 


alk about your mysterious 

band names. The name 

Orans is so obscure that 

even the two band members 

don’t know how to pro- 
nounce it. “I saw it on a Pictish stone in 
Scotland,” offers singer/guitarist Julie 
Kantner. “The word represents spirits of 
the recently deceased, praying for people 
who are still alive. But | don’t know about 
the pronunciation. It’s one of those words 
like ‘aunt,’ where you’re stuck. If you say 
‘ahnt’ it sounds pretentious, and if you say 
‘ant’ it sounds like you have little anten- 
nae.” 

This brings us to Orans, who are... a 
pretentious band with little antennae? Not 
quite. But a band whose sound embodies 
both the mysterious and likably goofy 
qualities of that last answer. In terms of 
personnel, Orans are Twig split down the 
middle. Kantner and drummer Ramona 
Herboldsheimer were part of that smart, 
skewed guitar-pop outfit that split up ear- 
lier this year (though an album-length CD 
is still due in the fall). The two continued 
to work together on songs of 
Kantner’s that Twig hadn't 
done, and they pronounced 
themselves a band — even with- 
out a bass player. 

They figure that Orans are a 
more straight-ahead pop outfit 
than Twig were, but to these 
ears it’s just the opposite. The 
five songs on their Demo Der- 
by—winning tape have a haunt- 
ing quality that sticks with you 
after the cuddly pop sound 
draws you in. Think of Yo La 
Tengo in their catchier mo- 
ments, or Young Marble Giants 
with drums. Although they play 
live as a duo, the tape gets an 
extra kick from guitarist Jerry 
Kym — who normally plays 
much heavier music with Toe 
Tag, and whose lead parts offset 
the band’s sweeter tendencies. 

“Half the people who hear the 
tape say, ‘That guitar player re- 
ally makes it,’ and the other half 
say, ‘Why do you have that gui- 
tar player?’,” Herboldsheimer 
offers. A single is due to be re- 
leased on Harriet Records later 
this year. 

The musical friendship be- 
tween Kantner and Herbolds- 


‘90s days in Fertile Virgin, and 
they tend to understand each 
other's subconscious — which 
is good, because main writer 
Kantner hates making her songs 
too literal. The tape’s “Green 
Bird,” for example, is based on 
an experience Herboldsheimer 
had watching Ronald Reagan 
make a helicopter landing in 
Boston a few years back. 

“The wings were beating hard 
and the leaves were falling off 
the trees. It was so beautiful | 
started crying, and I'd only 
come to check out the protest,” 
she recalls. 

“That's called being manipu- 
lated,” Kantner says. “When she 
told me about it, | wanted to 
write a song to evoke that feel- 
ing of being patriotic against 
your will. So | went for a bicycle 
ride and the melody appeared in 
my head.” 

Kantner tends to get most of 
her songs when she's not look- 


ing for them. “For instance, | was never 
that big on Nirvana, but once Kurt Cobain 
died I started having dreams about him 
and writing songs about it [one of which is 
on the Twig album]. You know the scene 
in Alice Through the Looking Glass, where 
the house moves away from her as she 
walks toward it; then she gets sick of it, 
turns away, and it’s there? That’s what 
songwriting is like.” This seems to tie in 
with their mysterious name. 

“Sure, you can really only write about 
sex and death. But as soon as people think 
they know what a song is about, | have to 
throw something in so they won't be so 
sure.” 

® 
DEMO DERBY RUNNERS-UP. Ass 
Tractor would be the perfect band to 
open the next Bags reunion show, maybe 
with Roadsaw and Jocobono playing the 
middle sets. Billing themselves as “pur- 
veyors of fine rock,” Ass Tractor are right 
in that tradition of heavy metal, with big 
dumb hooks, big crunchy riffs, and a big 
tongue-in-cheek attitude. Listening to 
“Haulin’ Ass” — the self-explanatory, 
90-second anthem at the end of their tape 
— | can already see fists waving and the 
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hair shaking. The opening “Dumb 
Phone” offers a well-reasoned treatise on 
telephone salesmen (“Don't call me at 
home/On the telephone/I think I'll 
pass/Shove it up yo’ ass”); “Poundcake” 
includes the most blatant sexual 
metaphor to cross my desk this month. 
They pull off a pretty good Bags cover — 
“Tailbone” — plus a salute to Motérhead 
on (you guessed it) “Motor Ass.” Also in- 
cluded on the tape are two songs without 
the word “ass” in them. 

Mancie’s tape, Hamsters & Friends, 
makes me think of the Muffs — which is 
fine because I like thinking about the 
Muffs. And as soon as somebody comes 
up with a new way to describe tight, well- 
played punk rock with punchy chorus 
hooks, I'll tell you more about why I liked 
it. Singer/guitarist Andrea Fischman cops 
the Ramones’ guitar sound nicely and 
sings in a voice that’s controlled enough to 
carry the tune and urgent enough to grab 
hold. Makes me want to see the band live. 
Also makes me wonder whatever hap- 
pened to the Muffs. 

The North Shore band Lester Bangs 
tried to avoid legal complications for a 
while by shortening their name to Lester. 
Then they found out that another local 
band already had that name copyrighted, 
whereupon they figured that a dead rock 
critic was less likely to sue. In any case, 
their five-song tape is a good example of 
what can happen when alterna-rock trap- 
pings — edgier guitar sound, rougher 
production, weirder song angles — get 
borrowed by mainstream rockers who 
know what they’re doing. Incredible Casu- 
als bassist Chandler_Travis (here playing 
guitar) is the most famous member, 
though co-guitarist Steve Wood does most 
of the writing. Their craftsmanship is obvi- 
ous on the tape, which ranges from a sur- 
real surf number (“Crab Napkin”) that 
could be a Cars outtake to an odd cocktail 
rocker (“Animal”) to a mix of Merseybeat 
harmonies and grunge guitars on the best 
track, “Suit Yourself.” 

The Puddle Jumpers’ Pud Muddle is by 
no means the most serious tape to arrive 
this month. But since a decent novelty 
song is always a good way to get people’s

KUSTOMIZED BREAK-UP. How do 
you follow an album as killer as Kus- 
tomized’s early-'96 release At the Vanish- 
ing Point (Matador) and a show as wildly 
abandoned as the one | saw them play in 
June at the Middle East? You break up, of 
course. Kustomized play their official last 
show at the Middle East tonight (Thurs- 
day), but in truth, the band have already 
broken up: drummer Malcolm Travis and 
bassist Bob Moses jumped ship soon after 
that show in June, and guitarist Ed Yazi- 
jian is moving to New York next month. 
This leaves singer/guitarist Peter Prescott, 
who formed Kustomized after a long his- 
tory with Volcano Suns and Mission of 
Burma, as the only member. Tonight's 
show will feature an interim line-up of 
Prescott, Yazijian, and the former rhythm 
section of the Pretty Flowers, Nick Blakey 
and Tim Morse. 

The good news is that Prescott will be 
pressing on. The new rhythm section is 
staying aboard, former Bald Guys member 
Rich Wentworth is joining on guitar, and 
Prescott will be back with another four- 
piece punk band. But it probably won't be 
called Kustomized, even though he kept 
the Volcano Suns name alive through a 
good half-dozen line-ups. 

“I’m not comfortable with that idea any- 
more,” he says. “I’m in a quandary at this 
point, because | like the songsethat Kus- 
tomized has been playing for the last cou- 
ple of years and I’m not looking forward 
to dumping them. But | have a feeling that 
this will be different enough — probably 
more stretched out, more loose and funky. 
These guys are big-time young, so they 
bring in some oddness that | re- 
ally like. It kind of offsets me, 
who can be fairly stodgy and set 
in my ways.” 

Prescott’s new band will be 
recording in the fall and should 
hit the boards soon afterward. 
As for Kustomized’s break-up, 
he notes that “it’s a problem 
when you're punkers and you're 
turning 40; you do it while it’s 
still fun and then you move 
on...A few months ago | was 
terribly upset about the coming 
demise, but now I'm kind of cu- 
rious about what this new thing 
will turn into.”

BARKMARKET: 
SPEAKING SARDYNIAN 


When I first played Barkmarket’s L 
Ron (American), | was arguing vi- 
ciously with my roommate and trying 
to keep an ear on the CD as it fought 
with his voice and New York street 
noise for my attention. By the second 


| song, our jaws were slack and our 
| eyes were wide, the argument was 
| forgotten, and anything other than 
| the strains seeping out of the speak- 


ers seemed as distant as Pluto. “This 
is one of the greatest things I've ever 
heard,” we said in turn, and even 
now, after dozens of listens have tem- 
pered the initial impact, we haven't 
wavered in our conviction that L Ron 
is an ingenious piece of work. 
Guitarist/singer Dave Sardy is a 
producer (Slayer, Helmet), and he 
thinks like one when he writes. The 
Brooklyn trio’s fourth album is over- 
whelmingly beat-heavy and dense. 
They achieve this in part by under- 
standing that the likes of Led Zep- 
pelin (an obvious touchstone for the 
album) achieved their heaviness and 
grandeur not through good riffs 
alone but by crafting the right spaces 
for the riffs to fill, via dramatic dy- 
namic shifts. The band’s songs are 
dreamlike not the ethereal, gauzy 
kind, but more like the dreams you 
have in a fitful sleep: disjointed, 
sweaty, tense. These guys are out 


| there without a life raft. The rudi- 


ments of 12-bar blues and verse-cho- 
rus-verse structure serve as passing 
channel markers, but chord progres- 
sions and rhythmic patterns are slip- 


| pery, unpredictable. The songs have 


slipped anchor, and the parts don't 
quite flow. In a miracle of sub-lingual 
communication, the band have in- 
vented a language of amplified confu- 
sion spoken by them alone. A stunted 
two-note riff that would be glossolalia 


| to anyone else is for them the build- 


ing block of an involved musical son- 
net. 

Of the album’s 14 songs, only one 
(“Undone”) is a washout, and even 
its three and a half sodden minutes 
are redeemed by a killer refrain at the 


_ end. But the first and best song, “The 


Visible Cow,” is the litmus; you'll 
know right off whether L Ron speaks 
to you. It’s got that Barkmarket 
pneuma shot all through it, coming 
on so compellingly bombastic that ev- 
ery other song has to measure up. A 
cracked, lo-fi acoustic slide guitar 
collides with Sardy’s stream-of-con- 
sciousness banter. (Sardy rarely 


sings, babbling and chanting through 
most of the songs in a voice that runs 
the gamut from weary through indig- 
nant to demented.) Other, over- 
dubbed electric slide parts clash and 
drone till he gets off a strident cou- 
plet while the slide makes insistent 
scrapes up the guitar neck. The 
drums start pounding a backbeat, 
and just as he moans “Something's 
moving out there,” a “Kashmir”-like 
orchestral guitar wave bounds up into 
the foreground, dropping off a sec- 
ond later to let him and the slide get a 
reprise. The album is full of these 
sorts of moments of high drama, 
where dynamic aural extremes get 
nicely juxtaposed, or where creative 
production techniques serve as a 
fourth, ghost bandmember. 

In some circles, “prog-rock” is an 
epithet that'll get you decked, conjur- 
ing as it does unbearable pretension 
and tedium. Barkmarket come as 
close as anyone | can think of to re- 
deeming the term. Their approach to 
songcraft is the best manifesto yet 
scripted on what a band can do with 
classic rock motions without giving 
off the stench of retrogression. Per- 
haps an entire nation of players will 
be able someday to say “heavy” in 
Sardynian.

ELVIS COSTELLO: 
PLAYING TO THE HORDE 


Has Elvis Costello finally tried acid? 
Or has he just realized that since a 
large part of his audience comes only 
to hear “Alison” and “Watching the 
Detectives,” he can do whatever he 
wants for the remaining two hours 
and 15 minutes? Just two possible 
explanations for his show with the At- 
tractions at Harborlights a week ago 
Wednesday, which — in terms of set 
list, arrangements, and overall tone 
— has to rank as one of the most 
bizarre local shows by a major artist 
this year. 

Touring behind a four-month-old 
album that’s already flopped (All This 
Useless Beauty, on Warner Bros.), 
Costello shook up the usual “new al- 
bum plus greatest hits” format of his 
shows. True, the most obvious hits 
(the above plus “Accidents Will Hap- 
pen” and an angrier-than-usual 
“What’s So Funny About Peace, Love 
and Understanding”) turned up 
sooner or later, as did half the recent 
album. For the first time in years, he 
also dug up obscure tracks from 
some of his best, if less obvious, al- 


bums: “Riot Act” and “Opportunity” 
(both from Get Happy!!); “Human 
Hands” and “Kid About It” (both 
from Imperial Bedroom); “Clown 
Strike” and “Rocking Horse Road” 
(both from the underrated Brutal 
Youth). 

But this wasn’t an occasion for 
Costello to revisit his catalogue so 
much as it was an opportunity to de- 
construct it. Songs were drastically 
rearranged (a techno-tango “(I Don't 
Want To Go to) Chelsea” was almost 
unrecognizable), played out of the 
usual sequence (“Pump It Up,” the 
inevitable last encore and band intro, 
was instead done midway through the 
show), or, in the case of an acoustic, 
minor-key “Veronica,” screwed up 
badly. Most surprising of all, he and 
the Attractions have suddenly become 
a jam band, taking off on long, not 
necessarily focused instrumentals. 
During a 10-minute (!) “Detectives,” 
Steve Naive contributed synthesizer 
blurps and squiggles while Costello 
pounded out wildly dissonant wham- 
my-bar chords and bassist Bruce 
Thomas and drummer Pete Thomas 
maintained a bare semblance of the 
original reggae rhythm. The fun part 
was watching as fans used to stand- 
ing up and dancing during the song 
struggled to stay afloat. 

At times the reinterpretations were 
just odd enough to work. Costello 
didn’t sing “Green Shirt” so much as 
lecture it, wagging a stern finger like 
the English professor he’s come to 
resemble. But the five-song acoustic 
stretch pointed out the shortcoming 
of his acoustic shows. He'll explore a 
song simply by playing it too slow 
and injecting lots of pauses. His habit 
of quoting from famous songs is also 
getting old, especially when bits of 
Van Morrison's “Jackie Wilson Said 
(I'm in Heaven When You Smile”) 
turned up in two different numbers. 

There were times that the band got 
to places they’d never been before. 
The more gorgeous pop numbers 
from the new album — “Little 
Atoms” and the title track — had 
breathing space, benefitting from the 
band’s newfound ability to slow 
down. “Complicated Shadows” twist- 
ed and turned for a long while before 
resolving with a noise jam that was 
the night’s dramatic peak, and one of 
the few times everybody truly rocked 
out. 

Despite the show's up-and-down 
quality, it was still more creative than 
Elvis’s last Great Woods stint with 
the Attractions, in 1994, when they 
took the Sex Pistols approach of 
playing mostly late-'70s material and 
trying to be the same young punks of 
old. Last week was their stab at a new 
direction — or at least their audition 
for next summer’s HORDE tour.

‘ Tenor madness — 


Horns and history color 
this year’s Newport Jazz

f you were, like me, hedging your 

bets on the JVC Jazz Festival — 

Newport this year, you picked last 

Saturday as the day to make the 

gig. Aside from the commercially 
necessary, and often appealing, jazz pop of 
the Bruce Hornsby Band and Manhattan 
Transfer, Saturday was Tenor Sax Day. 
You could catch the two crown princes of 
under-30 hornmen, James Carter and 
Joshua Redman (they're also featured in 
Robert Altman’s Kansas City). Carter also 
had young tenor Javon Jackson sit in with 
him for a couple of numbers. Michael 
Brecker, a wizened veteran at 47, played 
with the McCoy Tyner Trio. Later that 
night, David Sanchez, who's been pushing 
Afro-Latin explorations with pianist Danilo 
Pérez, led a jam session at the Hotel Viking 
in town, And if you were lucky enough to 
stow away, you could catch Argentine ro- 


| mantic Gato Barbieri, 62, plying his lush 


tone and danceable rhythms on the QE2 

(parked in the harbor as part of a five-day 

jazz cruise that included the festival). 
There were no sweeping conclusions 


| you could draw from this menu. After all, 


jazz's extreme left wing (Charles Gayle, 
David S. Ware) was excluded from the 
tenor conclave. There was no David Mur- 
ray (an apparent outcast at US festivals), 
no Joe Lovano, no Sonny Rollins. The em- 
phasis was on Young Tenor, straight- 
ahead division. 

Carter's was the first set of the day, and 
he continues to garner the kind of hoopla 
Redman was getting a couple of years ago. 
Unlike Redman, Carter “doubles” on an 
array of reeds — alto and baritone sax, 
bass clarinet, and, at the festival, clarinet. 
Also unlike Redman — who's no slouch 
— he seems to have unlimited technique. 
He can execute flawlessly and with depth 
in any register on any horn he picks up. 
And, as has been said, his playing encom- 


| passes the whole history of the instrument. 


Coleman Hawkins, Ben Webster, Rollins, 
Coltrane, David Murray, the honking and 
shouting of R&B — they're all part of his 
sound. If Carter has any flaw, it’s that his 
playing, especially in fast tempos, can be 
frenetic. He rips around the horn, slicing 
up pitches, making Murray-like slashing 
intervallic leaps, apparently not content to 


| let any phrase, any note, just be. 


On Saturday, Carter and Jackson joined 


| forces for a headlong, exhilarating “Lester 


Leaps In,” trading eight-bar breaks, then 
fours, until at times their playing flowed 
into a single, rushing stream. More often 
their ideas remained distinct — Jackson 
picking up on some of Carter’s devices, 
such as swallowing the microphone with 


his horn for near-feedback guffaws, or 
marking his phrases with tongue-slapped 
pops. Most of the time the exchange was 
more subtle: melodic and rhythmic frag- 
ments traded, turned this way and that, 
contrasted, dropped. 

On “Body and Soul,” Carter showed 
flash and creative focus. He took his solo 
from broad-toned roars to a high-register 
whisper without losing the narrative of the 
melodic line. When he pushed the horn to 
the upper end, he avoided the rasp of a 
“false” register, playing an extended pas- 
sage in a pure, beautiful legato. Oddly, his 
best work of the day may have been on a 
slow blues, Buddy Tate's “Blue Creek” — 
a clarinet solo that went into avant-garde 
squeals before settling into a slow, mo- 
lasses-thick pace, until he brought it down 
to a single quarter-note per bar and a final 
series of tongued clicks against the fading 
sound of the band. 

If Carter leaps around in jazz history, 
Michael Brecker hears it filtered through 
John Coltrane. On Saturday, playing with 
former Coltrane sideman McCoy Tyner’s 
trio (on Sunday he was to play with Her- 
bie Hancock), Brecker built his solos to 
dramatic peaks but without any of Carter’s 
show-offy restlessness. Coltrane's system 
was clearly audible the four-note 
groupings in his arpeggiated runs, the 
squalling repeated triplets, even the up- 
down two-note braying exclamations. But 
it was honest playing; Brecker does noth- 
ing merely for effect. When he played “Im- 
pressions” with the pianist who recorded it 
with Coltrane, they weren't merely playing 
a style but seeking something Coltrane 
never finished looking for. 

Redman, meanwhile, is touring with pi- 
anist. Chick Corea’s “Remembering Bud 
Powell” supergroup that played the Boston 
Globe jazz Festival in June. Serving both 
Powell and Corea, and working alongside 
trumpeter Wallace Roney, bassist Christian 
McBride, and ageless drummer Roy 
Haynes (who got one of the day’s biggest 
ovations for an earth-shaking solo), Red- 
man, like Carter, seemed calmed down. 
Eschewing some of his crowd-pleasing 
R&B licks, he appeared to hear every solo 
freshly. On “Dusk and Sandy,” he began 
by stringing eighth notes against McBride's 
fast-walking four, working a four-note fig- 
ure and then following it into the base- 
ment, doing some Rollins-like rhythm 
shifts, picking up speed and riffing against 
his own phrases in different registers be- 
fore climaxing in some high wails. It was as 
honest a performance as Brecker’s, and 
with a system Redman hasn't quite figured 
out yet. Which is part of the fun. Like 
Carter, Redman hasn't settled into a style. 
You can’t ask more of a jazz player than 
that he or she remain unpredictable. Q 
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Ornette Coleman returns 
to his acoustic palette

hen Ornette Coleman 

debuted his electric 

Prime Time band, 20 

years ago, its amplified 

guitars, electric bass, 
and funky beat alienated many of his old- 
est fans. His two splendid new releases, 
Sound Museum: Three Women and Sound 
Museum: Hidden Man (Harmolodic/ 
Verve), feature a new acoustic quartet 
with pianist Geri Allen, bassist Charnett 
Moffett, and drummer Denardo Coleman 
— and will undoubtedly win some old fans 
back. But don’t be misled by the title or 
the instrumentation. This museum is not 
about preserving the past. The music 
sounds closer in spirit to Prime Time than 
to Coleman's original piano-less quartets 
of the late "50s and early 60s. 

Without question, the primary reason 
these two albums (which include different 
takes of the same pieces and are sold sepa- 
rately) sound so modern and so little like 
Coleman's earlier quartets is the presence 
of his son, Denardo, on drums. In the 
denser, more tangled ensemble of Prime 
Time, it’s harder to hear exactly what 
Denardo contributes. On these albums, 
it's evident how essential he is to Ornette’s 
music. Denardo is often criticized for not 
swinging, and he doesn’t in any usual 
sense. He isn’t a funk or rock drummer. 
His sense of time entirely his own. Al- 
though he is unique — even eccentric — 
he is also a sensitive musician. He reacts 
to the music around him instantly, but his 
responses are hardly ever the expected 
ones. His fills, which can sound as random 


as tumbling rocks or falling boxes, are in 
reality exactly positioned and never inter- 
rupt the flow of the music. 

If Denardo provides a rhythmic link to 
Prime Time, the quartet's ensemble ap- 
proach also recalls the orchestral sound of 
the electric group. With Allen playing both 
chords and single-note lines, and Moffett 
alternating between plucking and bowing, 
the density of sound is always in flux, and 
a variety of textures are woven through the 
fabric of the music — just as guitars, key- 
boards, and percussion vary the density 
and textures in Prime Time. As is the case 
with the electric band, each member of the 
quartet can move at his or her own tempo, 
and the rhythmic center of the music dis- 
perses and converges as the players move 
in and out of synch. On the version of 
“Women of the Veil” on Hidden Man, 
Moffett shadows Ornette while Allen cre- 
ates soft clouds of sounds by playing 
chords with the damper pedal down. 
When Moffett switches to dark, sinuous 
bowing, Allen responds with single-note 
lines that penetrate the thick mass of 
sound. Denardo rushes to double the time, 
then backs off. Ornette has said that Prime 
Time is an outfit composed all of leaders; 
so are the members of this quartet. They 
are a group making a music with four cen- 
ters, yet they remain committed to collec- 
tive unity. 

Ornette himself reveals a freshness that 
belies his years (he’s 66). When he plays, 
there are seemingly no barriers between 
feeling and sound, or thought and sound. 
And he never repeats himself. The two ver- 
sions of the Mexican-flavored “P.P. (Pic- 
colo Pesos)” are a good example. On 
Three Women, his improvisation is a nim-

ble folk dance that flows around Denar- 
do’s colorful array of cowbells, wood 
blocks, and rumbling toms. Hidden Man’s 
version finds Ornette pecking at the notes 
of the solo in a series of nervous hops and 
jumps while Denardo clumps and cantors 
beneath. In contrast, Hidden Man’s “Mon- 
sieur Allard” is elliptical and purposely dis- 
jointed. Ornette plays variations on the 
theme, discards them for a seemingly un- 
related set of themes and variations, shifts 
into long rapid sequences of squiggles and 
squeals, and ends with sotto voce mutter- 
ings that fade into the ensemble. Whether 
his solo is simple or complex, Ornette’s 
every note is drenched in the blues, evok- 
ing the power of the human voice. 

The tunes played on the Sound Museum 
CDs are the same, except for one track on

each: Hidden Man features a variation on 
“What a Friend We Have in Jesus”; Three 
Women includes “What Reason,” with vo- 
calists Chris Walker and Lauren Kinhan. 
There are several new compositions, but 
Coleman has recorded much of the mate- 
rial before. “European Echoes” dates back 
to his 1965 trio recordings, Live at the 
Golden Circle (Blue Note). He recorded 
“Home Grown” and “Macho Woman” 
with Prime Time on Body Meta in 1975. 
(Body Meta and another Artists House re- 
lease, Soapsuds, Soapsuds, a duet with 
bassist Charlie Haden, are both slated for 
reissue by Harmolodic/Verve in Septem- 
ber.) But in turning to older material, 
Coleman is not reviving the past so much 
as celebrating the present and welcoming 
the future.

Turner’s public life.To those horrified by 
Lawrence Fishburne’s portrayal of Ike in 
the Tina Turner bio-pic What’s Love Got 
To Do with It and the unsavory accounts 
in her autobiography, I, Tina, he’s a mon- 
ster. (Today, Ike blames much of the 
knotty details of his past on his former 
drug addiction.) But as an artist, Turner 
— who plays the House of Blues in a spe- 
cial early show this Sunday — is surely 
one of the under-recognized greats of 
American popular music. 

In 1951, Turner drove his little juke- 
joint band up to Memphis from Clarks- 
dale, Mississippi, to record a song for Sam 
Phillips’s Memphis Recording Company. 
(Phillips hadn’t yet started his Sun 
Records label.) It was his tune “Rocket 
88,” which was released by Chess Records 
under the name of Turner’s vocalist at the 
time, Jackie Brenston. With fuzztone gui- 
tar (the amp had fallen from Turner’s car 
on the way to the session) and a riff so hot 
Little Richard later appropriated it for 
“Good Golly Miss Molly,” the tune de- 
fined what rock and roll would become. 
But for Turner, it was simply a revved-up 
twist on the blues he’d grown up on. “I 
was just cutting a song the way I thought a 
record was supposed to be cut — bass 
moving in the bottom, with the guitar like 
Robert Nighthawk, and we was kinda fond 
of Joe Liggins at the time, so I asked Jack- 
ie to sing it the way he sang. And I played 
the boogie-woogie piano on it.” 

Speaking by phone from his home in 


| San Marco, California, Turner still talks 
| fondly of growing up learning guitar lines 


from Gatemouth Brown records and then 
“keeping up with whatever was on the juke 
box, because that’s what people wanted to 
hear.” That assimilationist streak — and 


| Turner’s penchant for revue-style shows 
|| with costumes and a variety of singers and 


dancers — kept his 50s Kings of Rhythm 
busier than most other struggling groups 
and gave him an education in what made 
good R&B. Which, at the time, was syn- 
onymous with good pop. 

By the mid 50s, Turner had relocated 


| his band to St. Louis, where his penchant 


for finding new talent led to his discovery 
of Annie Mae Bullock, re-christened Tina 
Turner after their marriage.

Turner promises a fiery 
|return to showmanship 


Turner Revue was one ef the world’s most 
popular groups, racking*up smashes like 
the wedding-band evergreen Proud 
Mary,” “Want To Take You Higher,” and 
“Nutbush City Limits”; making their clas- 
sic River Deep, Mountain High collabora- 
tion with Phil Spector; opening fotie 
Rolling Stones on the tour that implodet 
at Altamont; and hosting rock television 
shows like The Midnight Special, pushing 
the genre’s Color line as hard as it’s ever 
been pushed without compromising their 
soulful sound. 

But after Tina walked out on Ike-ih 
1976 — declaring her own independence 
— he spiraled down a dry well of cocaine 
and insecurity. “At the time, my bills were 
like $35,000 to $75,000 a month. That 
scared me so; without Tina, I didn’t know 
how I’d pay them. I’d always done the mu- 
sic and the business but pushed Tina out 
front when we were together. I panicked. I 
didn’t think anyone knew what I did, and 
that anybody would want anything to do 
with me. I just stopped playing because | 
was insecure, scared I wouldn’t be accept- 
ed.” The coke didn’t help Turner’s para- 
noia, and neither did the loss of his $2.5 
million studio in a fire. “I got accused of 
burning it down for the money, but what 
they didn’t know was that I didn’t have 
any insurance.” 

After his inevitable and well-chronicled 
hard crash, which included a drug bust 
and jail term, Turner kicked his cocaine 
habit and started putting his life back to- 
gether. He credits his present wife, 
Jeanette, with helping inspire him to the 
straight-and-narrow; she’s also the lead 
vocalist in the new Ike Turner Revue, 
which makes its East Coast debut in New 
York and Boston this weekend. 

Besides his new band, Turner’s got a dig- 
ital home studio, a completed album in the 
can (he’s shopping for a record contract), 
and his biography, Taking Back My Name, 
slated for publication in September. So he’s 
hustling again, working just like he did 
when he was starting out in the business. 

“I want to be judged again by my per- 
formance. Some people call me a genius 
and ask what it’s like to be in the Rock ’n’ 
Roll Hall of Fame. I don’t have any feeling 
about that. All I know is I’m creative, and 
can play and write, and I can put together 
a good show. And right now, I’ve got a 
great band — nine musicians and five girl 
singers who are super bad — and the best 
show I’ve ever had together in my life. I’m 
almost 65, but I look 45. And I just wanna 
get my music and my show back up re-

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Country’s greatest living 
vocalist sings of survival

atching a country-mu- 
sic retrospective on 
TV recently, I saw a 
clip of George Jones, 
from smack in the 
middle of his “No-Show Jones” days, do- 
ing his 1981 hit “If Drinkin’ Don’t Kill Me 
(Her Memory Will).” Despite his leg- 
endary booze-and-coke intake in those 
days, Jones was in fine voice — casual yet 





| in control of every nuance. Reaching the 
| chorus, he sang, “If drinkin’ don’t kill me” 


and then, getting an impish, peeved look 
in his eye, a look that said, “Let’s cut the 
bullshit, ya’ll know what this song is 
about,” looked straight into the camera 


| and, with a wicked, not at all endearing 





smile, sang, “Tammy’s memory will.” 

In his recently published autobiogra- 
phy, I Lived To Tell It All (which is also 
the title of his new album on MCA), 
Jones claims that the number was in fact 
about another woman, and that this was a 
ploy he favored to tweak the public — 


| who presumed the song was about his 


former wife and duet partner, Tammy 
Wynette. On I Lived To Tell It All, there’s 
a number called “Hundred Proof Memo- 
ries” that suggests the underside of that 
TV moment. 

Country music is nothing if not literal 


| (that’s what makes it white soul music), 
| and “Hundred Proof Memories” is the 


story of a man living out the title of the 
earlier song: if drinkin’ don’t kill me, her 
memory will. In the song, he goes into a 
bar and notices an old-timer sitting next to 
him with a bad case of the shakes. Figur- 


ing the fellow needs a bracer, the singer 
offers to buy a round and is turned down 
flat. “I don’t touch the stuff,” the old man 
says, and then in a voice that seems to 
shed years, he explains, “These hundred 
proof memories are stronger than wine/It 
don’t take but one taste to send you out of 
your mind.” But the escape into the past 
crash-lands back in the present, at the 
man’s barstool: “I quit drinkin’ the day 
that she left/I come here out of habit. . . 
But there ain’t no liquor that money can 
buy/That’s stronger than what’s bottled up 
inside.” 

Maybe those words sound like doggerel 
on the page. But as sung by George Jones, 
the greatest country singer since Hank 
Williams, it’s like the sound made by the 
ghosts wailing through the December air 
in A Christmas Carol: “The misery with 
them all was, clearly, that they sought to 
interfere, for good, in human matters, and 
had lost the power for ever.” 

There isn’t a song on J Lived To Tell It 
All that matters as much as the way Jones 
sings it. In the liner notes, he says that he 
means this album to be a reckoning-up, 
something more than just another George 
Jones album (which ain’t hay to begin 
with). There’s nothing here to match “He 
Stopped Loving Her Today,” or even “Still 
Doin’ Time,” and though this CD has its 
batch of radio-friendly honky-tonk drink- 
ing numbers, its best songs hold Jones’s 
particular power as a singer: the ability to 
fill you to bursting with emotion and then 
knock you out. 

That’s what you hear on “I Must Have 
Done Something Bad,” which features 
the terrifying line “If I thought my hand 
was against you/Why I’d cut off my

arm.” Or in “Tied to a Stone,” where 
Jones takes a single detail — a man wak- 
ing up to a cold spot on the other side of 
the bed and finding his wife’s wedding 
ring and a note — and makes you feel 
the chill seeping into his soul. Her words 
and his indifference come back to haunt 
him, the chain that, like Dickens’s ghosts, 
he forged link by link and yard by yard. 
Jones’s dry-roasted baritone can itself 
sound like a ghost. 

Jones has recorded more than his share 
of “product” over the years, but his best 
performances suggest the scorn he has for 
the times he’s given less of himself. “Billy 


B. Bad” boils over with

That puts him in a class 
with Billie Holiday, Sinatra, Elvis, Ella 
Fitzgerald, Aretha. The lovely “It Ain’t 
Gonna Worry My Mind” is a simple decla-

t was 15 years ago that King Sun- 
ny Adé and his percussion-rich or- 





chestra the African Beats first 
wowed American audiences with 
his Nigerian juju music. Bob Mar- 


| ley was gone. The safe pop formulas of the 


‘70s were giving way to punk anger, the 
rebellious frenzy of British “two-tone” ska, 
and the whole bag of new-wave tricks. 
Driving and trancy on disc, colorful and 
expansive on stage, Adé and his band fed 
| that era’s hunger for bold new fixes. 
| So Adé became the ambassador of 
Afropop, and countless African stars fol- 
| lowed through the door he had opened. 
| But as chiming guitars, pummeling drums, 
| and lavish African stage shows began to 
lose their novelty, he also became the first 
of many Afropop casualties in America. 
Finding that he did not sell at Bob Marley 
levels, Island Records unceremoniously 
dropped him after three albums in the ear- 
ly "80s. For a decade, Adé mostly stayed 


| home. Two live albums appeared from 


Rykodisc and IRS, but they leaned heavily 
on familiar tunes. 

Then last year, Adé re-emerged with E 
Dide/Get Up (Mesa/Bluemoon), a tight, 
snappy set of new songs recorded in Seat- 
tle. This summer, at age 50, he is back on 
tour, starting out his US visit with a 
recording session at Dockside Studios in 
Lafayette, Louisiana, and continuing on to 
play concerts coast to coast, including one

all delivered in Adé’s silky tenor voice 
backed warmly by a male chorus. The 
band kick as hard as ever, building around 
the propulsive eloquence of the two talking 
drummers and extending to a solid team 
of percussionists, six guitarists, including 
two bass players, and Adé’s signature, 
dreamy pedal-steel guitarist, plus a key- 
board man. Champions of dynamics, this 
line-up can fall to a watch tick and a whis- 
per, then surge to a roaring assault of an- 
cient and modern sonorities. Songs evoke 
lucid moods: rapturous sensuality in 
“Orisun Lye” (“The Creator”), driving 
fortitude in the melodious “Enia L’Asho 
Mi” (“People Are My Garments”). 

When I reached Adé at Dockside, he ex- 
plained that he’s made more than 100 
records in Nigeria. But when he records 
for the US market, he arranges his music 
differently. “I don’t want to push my kind 
of culture on America. In Nigeria, we’ve 
got used to nonstop recording, about 18 
to 20 minutes of music. But over here, the 
music should be track-by-track for the ra- 
dio and the dance floor.” 

Such flexibility comes naturally to Adé, 
but don’t get the idea he’s ready to com- 
promise his sound. The owner of two 
record labels, a film production company, 
and a successful nightclub in Nigeria, he 
has ruled the pop-music roost for so long 
in his home country that working in 
America has to rate as an amusement, not 
a necessity. He waited a decade to sign 
with another US label because the Island 
experience left a bad taste in his mouth. 
“(Island top man] Chris Blackwell wanted 
me to change my music to what he felt 
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would be commercial. So I told his pro- 
ducer to mix one out of what I had 
recorded for them. But when I heard it, I 
couldn’t find my music in it. I decided not 
to go for that.” 

Born Sunday Adéniyi, the son of a 
Methodist minister, Adé left the religious 
path to pursue show biz. Following in the 
footsteps of his musical hero I.K. Dairo, 
he reached such fanatic levels of popularity

The self- 
produced Miracle of Science finds 
Crenshaw playing a wide variety 
of instruments, with much of the 
music made in his home studio 
No wonder then that unlike his 
last few releases (which came 
across as bloated and heavy- 
handed) Miracle has an unfet- 
tered, intimate feel. From the 
instantly catchy relationship song 
“What Do You Dream Of?” to the 
hillbilly cover “Who Stole That 
Train” (a hit for country legend 
Ray Price), Crenshaw has never 
sounded so focused, so relaxed, 
so confident. On the poignant 
“Laughter” he fuses Western 
twang with a bluesy bass line in a 
heart-wrenching tale of love and 
loss.

Give Joe Henry cred- 
it for one thing: he's not afraid to 
buck trends, even if he helped cre- 
ate them in the first place 
Although bands like Son Voit are 
making a few dollars from the kind 
of earnest country rock that Henry 
did to perfection on 1992's Short 
Man's Room, and to a lesser 
extent its follow-up, Kindness of 
the World, he leaves his fiddle at 
home for Trampoline, his sixth 
album, a moody, restless album
